A weather prediction of occa- 
sional showers and betting odds 
which made the Boston Red Soxa 
favorite over the Cardinals failed 
to dampen the ardor of St. Louis 
baseball fans as they prepared to 
cheer the home team when it 
takes the field in the opening 
game of the 1946 World Series 
at Sportsman's Park at 1:30 p.m. 


today. 

A holiday air prevailed in the 
downtown section, where hotels 
were jammed and visitors from 
out of town thronged the streets. 
At the ball park, where lines had 
formed yesterday in front of the 
bleacher and pavilion ticket win- 
dows, there were singing and 
card es to while away the 
hours of waiting. 

At 7 a.m. today, 4000 bleacher 
geats and 3000 pavilion seats were 
to be placed on sale, and at 9 
am. 2000 tickets for standing 
room behind the reserved seat 
sections were to be sold. Pa- 
vilion and standing room tickets 
are $3.75 each, and bieacher tick- 
ets are $1.25. 

Two Games Here. 

The series schedule calls for the 
first two games to be played here, 
after which the teams will con- 
tinue the contest for the world 
championship in Boston. If a 
sixt» game proves necessary, it 
will be played here next Sunday, 
barring postponement of any in- 
tervening game. 

Bleacher and pavilion .tickets 
for the second game will go on 
sale at the ball park tomorrow at 
7 am., and standing room tickets 
will be placed on sale two hours 
later. 

All tickets for reserved seats 
were sold out in an hour and one- 
half Friday, and ticket scalpers 
lost no time in taking advantage 
of the unsatisfied demand for 
seats. A set of two tickets to 
each of the three St. Louis games 
sold for $37.50 at the box office, 
but one scalper got $85 for his 
set. Another was offering four 
sets for $225. 

First in the Grand boulevard line 
before the pavilion ticket window 
wes Art Felsch of Milwaukee, who 
calls himself “No.1 Baseball Fan” 
and claims he has headed the line 
for unreserved seats at each 
World Series for the last 18 years. 
He ensconced himself in a packing 
box there Friday. 

Reunion in Walting Line. 

There was a “reunion” at the 
head of the two Sullivan avenue 
lines converging or the bleachers 
ticket window. Charles Chappell, 
812 Goodfellow boulevard, holding 
No. 1 position in one of the lines, 
and Harry Miller, 5004 Delmar 
boulevard, heading the other line, 
recalled they met in the same 
positions at the 1944 series when 
the Browns and the Cardinals 
made the contest an all-St. Louis 
affair. 

A boy who was eighteenth in the 
bleacher line offered last night to 
sell his place for $2. He was con- 
fident that he would dispose of it 
at this price before the night was 
over and, by taking his place at 
the foot of the line, would be in

TRAFFIC RULES POR AREA 
OF SPORTSMAN’S PARK 
DURING WORLD SERIES 


HE following special traf- 

fic regulations will. be in 

effect ooh the” vicinity of 
Sportsman’s Park on all days 
when World Series games are 
being played: 

Sullivan avenue, between 
Grand boulevard and Spring 
avenue, will be limited to west- 
bound traffic before games, 
Two-way traffic will be per- 
mitted after they are ended. 
Dodier street, between Grand 
and Spring will be closed to all 
traffic before games, After 
games taxicabs, eastbound, will 
be permitted to park double 
there and to load passengers. 
Spring will be limited to south- 
pound traffic between Sullivan 
and St. Louis avenues at all 
times. 

Grand will be open to two- 
way traffic until after the 
game each day, when south- 
bound traffic will be rerouted 
over adjoining streets starting 
at Hebert street. This is to 
permit loading of street cars 
and buses between Dodier and 
Sullivan. Cabs and private 
automobiles will be permitted 
to unload passengers for the 
ball park only on the east side 
of Grand, between Dodier and 
University streets. Those with 
invalids will be permitted to 
discharge passengers wherever 
desired. 

There will be no parking per- 
mitted on any of the above 
streets. Parking also will he 
prohibited on both sides of Hy- 
ams place, between Dodier and 
St. Louis; on the north side 
of Palm street between Grand 
and Spring, and on the south 
side of Natural Bridge avenue 
between Grand and Spring.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 5 (AP) 
-—Read and applauded but never 
adopted by the Missouri Federa- 
tion of Republican Women’s Clubs 
today was a resolution charging 
some University of Missouri in- 
Structors are teaching their stu- 
dents Communistic doctrines. 

Its author, Mrs. Pearl Gehrig of 
Salisbury, Mo., said failure to 
adopt the resolution was due to 
another resolution which followed 
immediately. She told a reporter 
the ensuing business made her for- 
get to ask for a vote on adoption 
of the resolution against the un- 
identified professors. 

“We got so excited,” she said, 
“that we forgot all about it.” 

As mothers of university stu- 
dents, her resolution said, mem- 
bers of the clubs should “deplore” 
the fact that professors “have 
taken advantage of their posi- 
tions to. teach Communistic doc- 
trines and have actively partici- 
pated in the organization of local 
PAC (Political Action Committee) 
organizations under the guise of 
the Columbia Voters League.” 

She urged that the Board of 
Curators put a stop to such teach- 
ings. Otherwise, the Legislature 
should be asked to cut the uni- 
versity’s appropriation to a point 
where the unnamed professors 
would have to be dropped from 
the faculty.

NUERNBERG, Oct. 5 (UP)—

chance to ask the Allied Control 
Council for mercy. 

In Kaltenbrunner’s case, it was 
his only opportunity, withal the 
slimmest one, to escape being 
hanged. Speer and ‘Von Schirach 
'were under 20-year prison sen- 
tences, 

The other 16 convicted Nazis all 
| appealed, Appeals for § Fritz 
Sauckel (death), Grand Adm, 
Erich Raeder (life imprisonment) 
and Constantin von Neurath (15 
years) were filed five minutes be- 
fore the 3:45 p.m. deadline. An 
uppeal for big, blustering Hermann 
Goering, who had said with trem- 
bling hands that his death sen- 
tence was the “best of all,” came 
in an hour before the deadline, 
with four others. 

Objections by Goering. 

It was learned that Goering’s 
attorney did not appeal the ver- 
dict as such, but raised legal ob- 
jections to certain points of the 
judgment. The other 14, on their 
own initiative, or at the insistence 
of their relatives or lawyers, asked 
that the sentences be set aside or 
softened, 

The Allied Control Council, 
which may lessen the punishment 
but not change the verdicts of 
guilty against the prisoners, will 
consider the appeals in Berlin 
early next week. The executions 
will be carried out in Nuernberg 
prison probably on Oct. 16. 

The appeals were filed here. 
Appeals from the verdicts of 
guilty against the S.S., 8.D. and 
Gestapo organizations and mem- 
berships have been transmitted to 
the Control Council in Berlin. The 
first appeal from an individual de- 
fendant did not actually reach 
the Control Council in Berlin un- 
til this afternoon, and paradoxical- 
ly it was that for Martin Bormann, 
who had never faced the tribunal. 

Bormann’s appeal was sched- 
\uled to have reached Berlin yes- 
terday, but bad weather grounded 
planes flying to Berlin and de- 
layed it. Bormann was tried in 
absentia and sentenced to death, 
because the Allies cannot prove 
that he died in the last days of 
the war. 

Appeal to Pope Reported. 

Hans Frank's attorney said Car- 
dinal Michael Faulhaber of Munich 
had asked Pope Pius XII to inter- 
vene in his client’s behalf. Frank, 
who, as governor-general of ™o- 
land administered that country’s 
death factories; has become an ar- 
dent Catholic since his arrest. 

(Authoritative Vatican sources 
carefully avoided denying or con- 
firming that the Pope had ap- 
pealed for mercy for Frank, but 
stressed the Pope’s “necessary role 
as peacemaker and pacifier of pas- 
sions in cases like Nuernberg.”) 

Frau Luise Jodl’s lawyer said 
she had special permission from 
Army authorities to appeal to 
President Truman for mercy for 
her husband, Col. Gen. Alfred Jodl. 
He was one of the Germans who 
signed the unconditional surren- 
der. Frau Jodl previously had ap- 
pealed to Winston Churchill and 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower.

The VA survey of 1800 former 
service women, four months after 
their escape from _ uniforms, 
showed two out of five found 
work employing skills acquired in 
service, Least successful were 
women with technical training— 
radio operators, aerographers and 
the like. Most employers pre 
ferred men, 

Half of the women had appiled 
for unemployment allowances, and 
16 per cent had drawn the allow- 
ance for more than 10 weeks.

ICELAND GRANTS U.S. RIGHT 
TO USE MILITARY AIRFIELD 


Parliament Divides 32 to 19 on Issue, With 
10 Communist Members 
Opposed. 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland, Oct. 5 
(AP)—The Icelandic Althing (Par- 
liament), by a vote of 32 to 19, 
today ratified an agreement with 
the United States for American 
use of Keflafik airport. 

The agreement calls for all 
United States military personnel 
to leave Iceland within six 
months, but will permit civilian 
personnel to remain at the airport 
and will allow United States mil- 
itary planes to use the field, as 
well as Civilian aircraft of all 
nations having air agreements 
with Iceland, 

Following a bitter debate spear- 
headed by the 10 Communist mem- 
bers of the Althing, who opposed 
the agreement, a roll call vote was 
taken. All 20 Conservative mem- 
bers, including Premier Olafur 
Thors, six Social Democrats and 
six Progressives voted for ratifica- 
tion, while the 10 Communists, two 


Social Democrats and seven Pro- 
gressives opposed it. One Social 
Democrat abstained from voting. 

The Althing rejected all amend- 
ments to the agreement proposed 
today, including a Communist de- 
mand that a national referendum 
be held on ratification. The final 
vote was taken on the agreement 
draft as amended previously by a 
majority of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, 

The four amendments included 
in the draft provided for clearer 
definition of Icelandic rights.

NUERNBERG TRIAL 
HANGING VERDICT 
ASSAILED BY TAFT 


Senator Says Executions 
‘Will Be Blot on Amer- 
ican Record We Shall 


Long Regret.’ 


GAMBIER, O., Oct. 5 (AP) — 
Senator Robert A..Taft declared 
today “the hanging of the 11 men 
convicted at Nuernberg will be a 
blot on the American record 
which we _ shall long regret.” 
Twelve men were sentenced to 
be hanged for war crimes, but one 
of them, Martin Bormann, never 


was captured and is believed to 
be déad., 


The Ohio Republican said the 
war guilt trials violated an Ameri- 
can principle of law that a man 
could not be tried under retroac- 
tive laws, 


Appearing at the Kenyon Col- 
lege conference on the heritage of 
the English-speaking peoples and 
their responsibilities, Taft ex- 
pressed ‘hope that “we do not re- 
peat the procedure in Japan where 
the justification on grounds of 
vengeance is much less than in 
Germany.” 

He said: 

“I believe that most Americans 
view with discomfort the war 
trials which have just been con- 
cluded in Germany and are pro- 
ceeding in Japan. They violate 
the fundamental principle of 
American law that a man can not 
be tried under an ex-post facto 
statute. ... 

“The trial of the vanquished by 
the victor can not be impartial 
no matter how it is hedged about 
with the forms of justice. I ques- 
tion whether the hanging of those 
who, however despicable, were the 
leaders of the German people will 
ever discourage the making of ag- 
gressive war, for no one makes 
aggressive war unless he expects 
to win. About this whole judg- 
ment there is the spirit of ven- 
geance, and vengeance is seldom 
justice. 

“In these trials we have ac- 
cepted the Russian idea of the 
purpose of trials, government pol- 
icy and not justice, having little 
relation to Anglo-Saxon heritage. 
By clothing. vengeance in the 
forms of togal procedure, we may 
discredit the whole idea of justice 
in Europe for years to come.” 

Later Taft’ elaborated on his

RUSSIA SUBMITS 
TROOPS QUESTION 
TO UN. ASSEMBLY 


Data on Forces in Non- 
Enemy Lands Sought 
Again After Defeat in 
Security Council, 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5 (AP)—The 
Russian Government today asked 
the United Nations General As- 
sembly to take up the question of 
the presence of foreign troops on 
the territories of non-enemy coun- 


tries, a spokesman for the Soviet 
delegation said. 

This was virtually the same 
case which the Security Council 
refused to admit to its agenda 
after Russia cited the presence 
of United States and British 
troops in China, Iceland, Egypt, 
Greece, Brazil, Panama and other 
countries, 

The Soviet delegation released 
the following text of a letter to 
Secretary Genera] Trygve Lie of 
the U.N. and said Lie already had 
agreed to place the item on the 
agenda for the Oct. 23 meeting of 
the assembly. 

“Under ifstructions of the 
Soviet Government, I request you 
in accordance with Article 11 of 
the United Nations charter to in- 
clude in the agenda for the second 
part of the first session of the 
General Assembly the question 
about the presence of forces of 
member states of the United Na- 
tions on the territories of non- 
enemy countries.” 

“(Signed) Andrei A. Gromyko, 
representative of the U.S.S.R, to 
the United Nations.” 

Article 11 provides that the As- 
sembly may discuss any question 
relating to the maintenance of in- 
ternational peace and security. 

Gromyko also brought his Se- 
curity Council request under Ar- 
ticle 11 but in that case demanded 
that the council seek reports on 
the numbers and disposition of all 
troops and naval forces. It was 
kept off the agenda by a 7 to 2 
vote with only Poland supporting 
the Soviet Union in the face of 
strong opposition from the United 
States and Great Britain. 


Snow in Wyoming, Montana, 

DENVER, Colo., Oct. 5 (AP) — 
Rain which started falling today 
changed to snow over much of 
Wyoming today. The Weather 
Bureau predicted northern Colo- 
rado areas would get some of the 
snow tonight. Snow was general 
over southern Montana. 


41,000,000 Turkey Crop in View, 
Assuring Plenty for Holidays 


# 


CHICAGO, Oct. 5 (UP)—Fam- 
ilies can sit down to turkey and 
cranberries for their Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas meals, as 
usual, this year despite heavy 
drains on the nation’s poultry sup- 
plies. , 

Reports from across the coun- 
try indicated that about 41,000,000 


turkeys will be marketed, the sec- 
ond largest crop on record and 
only 9 per cent less than last 
year’s record number. 

Dr. Cliff B. Carpenter, presi- 
dent of the Institute of American 
Poultry Industries, said that a 
larger percentage of turkeys 


would be marketed early because 


there would be plenty left for the 
holidays. 
| “You can’t hurry turkeys, and 
|they won’t be sent to market un- 
til they are ready,” he said. 
Carpenter said the- industry 
has large storage holdings which 
were being depleted rapidly, 
“but not critically,” as hovse- 
wives turned to poultry in the 
current meat shortages.

PARIS, Oct. 5 (UP)—The Soviet ' 
Union placed before the peace con-' 
ference today a pledge of “world 
co-operation, however different 
our views” as conference com- 
missions wound up their business 
on scheduled time by virtue of a. 
record-breaking continuous 28- 
hour session of the Balkan Eco. 
nomic Commission. 
The Soviet pledge was given by' 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky, speaking be- 
fore the Italian political commis-' 
sion, and he was joined by Sena- 
tor Tom Connally, (Dem.), Texas, 
who asserted that “we must not, | 
we cannot have another war.” 
Vishinsky, in a mellow mood, 
told the commission that “we 
have had our differences.” How- 
ever, he added: : 
“We know we are divided in our 
political understanding, we do not, 
react in the same way to events 


which are happening in the world. 
The Soviet Union, however, stands 
behind the recent words of our 
great Generalissimo Stalin and 
the Soviet delegation is deter- 
mined to consolidate the work of 
this conference, so necessary, how- 
ever different our views.” 

Vishinsky noted that the politi- 
cal commission had not reached 
agreement on many outstanding 
points but said that “these are 
larger questions which remain 
outside the scope of this commis- 
sion,” ' 

Connally’s Words. j 

Connally’s mood was equally 
conciliatory. 

“We must not, we cannot have 
another war,” he said. “There are 
some who are already talking of 
such a possibility. I cannot be- 
lieve that men have lost their 
reason and nations reached the 
point where they are so forget- 
ful of humanity that they want 
again to see the hands of the 
peoples of the world dropping 
with blood. 

“Responsibility for peace is on, 
first of all, the four great powers 
represented by the foreign minis- 
ters council and then on the rest 
of the nations, 

“We have undertaken to con- 
struct peace and, once construct- 
ed, to maintain it. We cannot pre- 
serve world peace without co- 
operation, It is unthinkable that 
we should talk now about another 
war and when it is all over there 
is nothing left but ruin, blood- 
shed, and all the tragedies that 
go with war.” 

Commission’s Work Done. 


The marathon session of the 
Balkan economic commission 
brought to an end the commission 
phase of the conference. It was 
the last of the nine conference 
commissiohs to complete its 
treaty recommendations. 

When Commission Chairman 
Josef Korbel banged his gavel in 
adjournment it meant that the 
commission had completed its 
share of the writing of a repara- 
tions bill which if approved will 
cost Italy, Romania, Bulgaria, 
Hungary and Finland $1,350,000,000 
for helping Germany. 

Reparations claims against Italy 
alone at one time totaled $26,000,- 
000,000. 

Monday morning the delegates 
of the 21 nations to the European 
peace conference will meet in 
plenary session to begin the final 
stage of treaty writing that is 
scheduled to end on Oct, 15. Then 
they will turn their treaty recom- 
mendations over to the Big Four 
foreign ministers, who will have 
the final say.

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ECONOMISTS SAY 
SIGNS COULD MEAN 
MILD DEPRESSION 
IN 1947 OR 1948 


Planning Leader Asserts 
Softening of Demand 
Could Come in First 
Half of Next Year — 
Other Views. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP)— 
Economists note signs which they 
say can point to a depression for 
late 1947 or early 1948, but a mild 
and brief one. 

Everett Hagen, chief economist 
of the National Planning Associa- 
tion, a non-governmental research 
organization, told a reporter to- 
day that “there are forces which 
could bring a softening of demand 
in the first half of the year” and 
possibly increase today’s low un- 
employment by 2,000,000 or 3,000,- 
000 persons. 

Louis Paradiso, Department of 
Commerce economist, forecast 
consumer demand strong enough 
to carry into 1948 but commented 
that “the situation is likely to be 
vulnerable next year.” 

Another Government economist 
reported “certain danger signals 
which should be watched” because 
of some similarities to “pre-bust” 
days of 1920. He noted, however, 
that. business might grow even 
more vigorous if prices are held 
under control. He said that busi- 
nessmen were more cautious and 
“more aware of instability than in 
1920." He added “whether their 
caution will hasten a recession or 
serve to slow it down, I do not 
know.” 

Other Indications. 

Growing watchfulness was evi- 
dent in other quarters, 

1. The Department of Agri- 
culture reported meat demand 
might slacken 12 or 15 months 
hence because consumer income 
is expected to turn downward 
in late 1947 or early 1948. 

2. The AFL “Labor’s Monthly 
Survey” currently reports that 
the rise in living costs “is now 
clearly over” and “by early next 
year consumer prices may turn 
down.” Some companies already 
are cutting down their expan- 
sion plans, the publication said. 

3. Reconversion Director John 
R. Steelman’s new report warns 
that if price rises go much 
higher business men and farmers 
may find they have “priced 
themselves out of the market 
and into a depression.” 

Hagen cited an official estimate 
that business is piling up inven- 
tory—stocks of materials and sal- 
able goods—at a rate of $6,500,000,- 
000 a year. The rate indicates 
that the accumulation will end in 
the first half of 1947, he said—in 
other words, it will have caught up 
with demand. 

Possible Conditions. 

Simultaneously; these conditions 
may come about: The Government 
may achieve its aim of balancing 
the Budget, or in other words, 
spend less than it takes in; build- 
ing activity and exports may level 
off; taxes stay high much of the 
year. 

“If these things occur, consum- 
ers will have to spend a lot more 
than they are spending now to 
prevent a recession,” Hagen said. 

“It is not sure to come, but the 
Government would be foolish not 
to take into account the possibil- 
ity.” 

Paradiso said indications were 
for a turning point in the early 
part of 1947, but consumer demand 
may go on considerably longer, he 
said, and sustain high production 
and heavy payrolls perhaps into 
1948. 


A recession, the Department of 
Commerce economist said, will 
“not be anything like the postwar 
depression of 1920-21, or even as 
bad ds 1938,” 

The slump will be cushioned, he 
explained, by the likelihood of con- 
tinued heavy demand for automo- 
biles and other consumer heavy 
goods well into the future, by fed- 
eral payments to veterans and 
others, and by many additional 
factories. 

Joblessness, Paradiso said, is not 
likely to reach 1938's level of 
8,000,000 unemployed. 


IRANIAN TROOPS BREAK LINES 
OF REBEL TRIBES IN SOUTH 


TEHRAN, Oct. 5 (UP)—A gen- 
eral attack to smash the uprising 
in south Iran was ordered today, 
and first reports said Govern- 
ment forces broke through the 
rebel tribesmen’s lines outside 
Shiraz, capital of Fars province. 

Gen. Razmara, chief of the 
Iranian general staff, reported 
that 50 truckloads of Government 
troops were sent into action 
against the Ghasghai tribe.

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Independent Union Blessed 
By Company Turns Frankenstein 
Monster in Pittsburgh Strike 


President of Duquesne Light Co. Employes’ 
Group Is Law Unto Himself — Relative 
Handful of Men Under His Leadership 
Have Tied Up City.

Complications are added to the 
crucial situation because George 
L. Mueller, 43-year-old president 
of the Independent Association of 
Employes of Duquesne Light Co. 
and Associated Companies is a 
law unto himself. In effect, he 
runs the works. 

Under his leadership, which has 
been criticized by representatives 
of both the AFL and the CIO as 
well as a rebelling faction in his 
own union which threatens to go 
back to work, a relative handful 
of men has tied up this city. 

30 Fluctuating Demands. 


The union, in the course of the 
controversy, has made more than 
30 fluctuating demands. The com- 
pany has estimated that these de- 
mands would have cost it $22,500,- 
000 a year, or half of its gross 
revenue and twice its net. 

Discarding the numerous “talk- 
ing points,” the union's principal 
demands, in addition to a wage in- 
crease, the Post-Dispatch learned, 
boil down to four—the union 
wants a union shop, with manda- 
tory checkoff of dues; a master 
contract covering the nine com- 
panies, or identical contracts for 
all these concerns; equal pay for 
equal work, and a liberalized pen- 
sion system. 

Wages, however, are not the pri- 
mary -issue, the Post-Dispatch 
learned from authoritative union 
sources, although the union has 
demanded a 20 per cent increase 
in pay and recently rejected an 
offer of a 5 per cent rise. Union 
officers conceded to the writer 
that the wage scale, which varies 
with different types of jobs, is 
generally satisfactory, although 
susceptible of improvement. 


Average Pay $1.27 Hourly. 


Average wage of employes in- 
volved is about $1.27 an hour, but 
that figure is deceptive, as it cov- 
ers a range from relatively low- 
paid office workers.to the rela- 
t:vely high-paid production em- 
ployes. There are 220 electricians 
in the top bracket of $1.58%, while 
the union figures that a _ typist, 
who is a salaried employe, may 
get as low as 63 cents an hour. 


The company estimates that 
more than 60 per cent of its 1700 
operating employes are paid more 
than $1.25 an hour. Typical hourly 
rates include $1.37% for stokers, 
$1.47% for substation and boiler 
operators and slightly more than 
$1 for common laborers. The gen- 
eral wage scale, the company 
states—and this has not been dis- 
puted by the union—is compar- 
able with that of utilities else- 
where, being equalled or exceeded 
only in Chicago, Detroit and Wash- 
ington. 

The strike has caused the Pitts- 
burgh district a loss to business 
nd industry estimated by the Tri- 
State Industrial Association, to 
exceed $100,000,000. The loss is 
pyramiding at the rate of $10,000,- 
000 a day as the strike, now in its 
thirteenth day, continues, Were it 
not for tho fact that most of the 
big steel companies generate their 
own power this steel capital of 
the world would be paralyzed. 
Some furnaces have been com- 
pelled to shut down in the 817- 
square-mile area served by the 
strike-bound company. Processors 
and fabricators, makers of fin- 
ished and semi-finished steel prod- 
ucts have been forced to shut 
down, cutting off supplies to cus- 
tomers in other cities. 

Power Doled Out. 


As it is, the Duquesne Light Co., 
which has nine strike-affected as- 
sociate companies, is able to sup- 
ply but from 30 to.40 per cent of 
its normal power, Supervisory em- 
ployes have been pressed into serv- 
ice. Power is doled out to hos- 
pitals, waterworks, newspapers 
and other essential services. 
Homes use electricity sparingly. 
Street lights continue to be lighted 
although half of the downtown 
lamps have gone out for lack of 
maintenance. The famed “Golden 
Triangle” in the business sector is 
a dimout now, 

Individuals either walk to work 
or ride in autos. Streetcars and 
busses are not running. Their 
operators, ignoring pleas of their 
AFL leaders, declined to cross a 
picket line thrown about the car 
barns by the independent union 
because the transportation com- 
panies are sister subsidiaries of 
the light company. The parent 
company in a chain is Standard 
Gas and Electric Co. of Chicago. 


Large department stores are 
closed ,as are many office build- 
ings and restaurants. Some are 
without heat. Principal hotels are 
shut because of a coincidental and 
unrelated strike of AFL hotel em- 
ployes. More than 100,000 persons 
have been threwn out of work. 
Many have applied for unemploy- 
ment compensation. 

“Strike Against People.” 

The strike, as described by May- 
or David L, Lawrence, who was 
elected with labor’s backing, is “a 
strike against the people.” 

Mueller, who agreed to arbitrate 
after the Mayor obtained dissolu- 
tion of an injunction he had 


| gained forbidding the strike, later 


repudiated the agreement with the 
explanation his followers had de- 
clined to ratify it. He was jailed 
for a day under a year’s sentence 
for contempt of court for calling 
the ignored injunction “a scrap 
of paper,” but was released when 
he apologized, and the injunction 
was withdrawn. 

The union, which represents 
both production and clerical em- 
ployes in the company’s system,

Mayor Lawrence summed up the 
current situation, after Mueller 
had refused to arbitrate, as fol- 
lows: 

“The independent union had poor 
and ill-advised leadership. To that 
I must now add the word dis- 
honest. 

“I have criticized the company 
for incompetent labor relation- 
ships. That still goes. In the 
earlier days of this dispute they 
were invariably coming forward 
too late with too little. 

“But in the end they offered to 
arbitrate. And, once it has been 
given, they have kept their word. 
The union president has not done 
so.” 

Lawrence, who is Democratic na- 
tional committeeman from this 
state, observed also that the com- 
pany had organized the union and 
now “is reaping the whirlwind.” 

Charges Bad Faith. 

Mueller, when asked by the 
Post-Dispatch how he attempted to 
justify a strike. against the public 
interest, accused the company of 
bad faith and replied: 

“The strike was a last resort. We 
have carried on for the last few 
years without any settlement of 
normal grievances, When the 
strike began, negotiations had 
broken down.” 

The union rejected arbitration, 
Mueller explained, partly because 
the company wanted it and partly 
because it feared wage increases 
might be blocked by a pattern of 
the Wage Stabilization Board. Ed- 
gar Warren, chief of the United 
States Conciliation “ervice, has in- 
formed both sides that if they 
agreed on terms the Stabilization 
Board would: not enter into the 
matter. A board of arbitration 
granted the union an 18-cent-an- 
hour increase after a 19-hour 
walkout last February. 

Reason for Seeking Union Shop. 

One of the reasons why the 
union seeks a union shop, which 
would require employes to join the 
union, is to protect itself against 
possible raids by the AFL and 
CIO. The union was organized 
in 1937 with the company’s en- 
couragement at a time when the 
AFL and CIO were threatening 
to organize its employes. 

Mueller was then vice president. 
He became head of the union 
Seven years ago and now de- 
votes all his time to it at a sal- 
ary of $4800 a year. He studied 
engineering at night at Carnegie 
Tech, and has acquainted himself 
with a smattering of law. Com- 
petent observers attribute most of 
the union's policy to him. He was 
busy today attempting to quell the 
revolt in his ranks. 

In opposing the master contract, 
the company points out that under 
such an arrangement a group of 
clerical employes could pull op- 
erating men out on a strike. The 
union’s demand for equal pay for 
equal work pertains to an arbi- 
trary job classification system 
that concededly needs revision. 
Under it, employes are broadly 
grouped in three categories. There 
are instances where members of 
crews doing the same work, like 
linemen, get varying wakes. 

Other Proposals Attached. 

The union's other proposals, de- 
scribed by Pressly H. McCance, 
president of the light company, as 
“absurd and ridiculous,” include a 
demand that all company earn- 
ings in excess of 6 per cent be dis- 
tributed, with one-third going to 
employes and the rest to custom- 
ers in refunds on their bills. 

At first this union-conscious in- 
dustrial community was incliined 
to sympathize with the union be- 
cause the power company is re- 
putedly inept in labor relations, 
dealing with its workers in too 
legalistic terms, But as the strike 
progressed, casual street conver- 
sations indicate that the tide of 
public opinion is turning against 
the union, It began to turn when 
the union rejected the company’s 
arbitration offer. . 

Although the AFL and CIO 
fought the anti-strike injunction, 
deeming it to be an unfair weapon 
against labor generally, its leaders 
have since attacked Mueller. An- 
thony J. Federoff, regional direc- 
tor of the CIO, with 200,000 mem- 
bers in his area, said that “our 
support stopped when the injunc- 
tion was vacated.” 

“We do not want to be em- 
barrassed,” Federoff said, “when 
we help any people who will not 
keep their word or assume cour 
ageous leadership. We would have 
had a settlement long ago if it 
had been one of our unions.” 

AFL Criticism. 

John J. Kane, head of a local 
AFL pressmen’s union, also criti- 
cized Mueller’s leadership. An 
AFL-CIO joint committee § con- 
ferred with Mueller in an effort to 
expedite a settlement. There were 
no tangible results, 

No “Communistic” element has 
appeared Among the rank and file 
of the strikers. The Communist 
party of western Pennsylvania, 
however, hastened to give the 
strike its public indorsement in 
a lengthy statement. Roy Hudson, 
local chairman of the Communist 
party, described the company as a 
“reactionary mongpoly.” 

District 6 of the CIO Electrical 
Workers, which is under the in- 
fluence of the left wing element 
of that faction-ridden union, also 
expressed its approval of the in- 
dependent union’s stand. After an 
address by Federoff, the District 6 
leaders changed their position as- 
serting that “our organization can- 
not assume the responsibility for 


WAGE-PRICE GURBS 


Former C. of C. Head Says 
‘Controls Are Collaps- 
ing—We Are Attempt- 
ing the Impossible.’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5—Declar- 
ing that wage and price controls 
are already collapsing, Eric 
Johnston, former president of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States and a member of 
the advisory board of the Office 
of War Mobilization and Recon- 
version, called upon the Admin- 
istration tonight to abandon wage 
controls immediately and to de- 
control prices, except rents, “at 
the earliest practical moment.” 

Johnston’s statement brought 
into the open a battle within the 
OWMA advisory board, to which 
the President delegated several 
weeks ago the task of studying 
the nation’s wage-price structure 
and devising a new Government 
policy to hold it in balance. Most 
of the nation’s top labor leaders 
have already demanded that wage 
controls*be dropped at once, 

Johnston’s Statement. 

Johnston's statement said: 

“Price and wage controls are 
collapsing. We may as well rec- 
ognize that fact. The majority 
of the people are against them. 
No law in the history of a de- 
mocracy has been effective with- 
out public support. 

“IT had favored controls to as- 
sist the country over the tough 
period of reconversion. I believe 
the original sin was committed 
when we started relaxing controls 
too early. 

“Too many of us accepted the 
controls in theory and violated 
them in practice. We are all 
to blame for that. 

Thinks Question Academic. 

“The question of controls is now 
an academic one. The Wage 
Stabilization Board is dead. It 
needs only to be buried. Without 
wage controls, it is an illusion to 
think we can have price control. 
Attempts at wage controls should 
be abandoned immediately. They 
have become a fiction. Prices 
should be decontrolled at the 
earliest practical moment because 
controls are no longer effective. 

“Further government effort to 
control wages and prices, with the 
exception of rents, can only aggra- 
vate an already ugly situation: It 
is an open invitation to more 
black markets and to moral bank- 
ruptcy. ... Millions of otherwise 
law-abiding and worthy citizens 
are openly flouting government 
controls until the degree of effec- 
tive control which remains is 
hardly more than the shadow of a 
shadow. The only sensible course 
is to recognize this fact and to act 
accordingly. 

Inflation Danger Remains, 

“IT am not suggesting that the 
removal of the fiction ef controls 
will solve our problems. It won't. 
... With the removal of wage and 
price controls, the basic danger of 
extreme inflation still remains.... 
Powerful pressure groups, in their 
struggle for advantage, have fre- 
quently lost sight of the national 
welfare. a 

“With the realistic abandonment 
of the fiction of controls, prices 
and wages will be determined by 
free collective bargaining and free 
markets. In a time of short sup- 
ply, as now exists, I recognize the 
danger in that direction. But at 
least it has the virtue of being 
honest... . The future of our econ- 
omy depends upon the behavior of 
pressure groups. If they adopt 
the national welfare as their yard- 
stick, we can resolve our economic 
difficulties. -The issue is whether 
we can live as a free people in a 
free economy.”

U. S. Spending in Last 
Quarter Was Larger 
Than in Any Prewar 12 
Months Except 1941. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP)— 
The Federal Government took in 
more in taxes in the first three 
months of this fiscal year than 
in any 12 peacetime months in 
history. 

Federal spendinginthose three 
months, ended Sept. 30, also 
topped that of any whole fiscal 
year of peace except 1941, when 
billions were laid out for defense. 
Receipts for the period were 
$9,450,000,000, which would be an 
annual rate of $37,800,000,000. 
That would be $1,800,000,000 be- 
low the budget estimate for the 
year ending next June 30, but 
officials hope heavy tax receipts 
next spring will close the gap. 


COMMUNISTS TIGHTENING 
CONTROL ON RUSSIAN LIFE 


Stalin Decrees Affect Literature, Stage, Cine- 
ma, Army, Industry and 
Agriculture.

MOSCOW, Oct. 5 (AP) — Five 
weeks of intensive ideological re- 
forms have served to reassert the 
authority of the Communist party 
and Leninism-Stalinism over every 
phase of Soviet life and activity. 

Literature, the stage, the 
cinema, the army, industry and 
agriculture all are affected by 
decrees signed by Prime Minister 
Stalin: 

Authors and producers of books, 
magazines, plays and movies were 
warned in the sternest fashion not 
only to avoid ideological errors 
but also to be certain that their 
productions actually contribute to 
the advance of socialist thought 
and the party’s aims for the na- 
tion. 

Collective farmers and party of- 
ficials assigned collective farm 
facilities must use them strictly 
for the purposes which the Gov- 
ernment and party have decreed. 

In this connection, the Soviet 
press said there must be “selfless 
labor in the struggle to fulfill 
Stalin’s five-year plan. 

Colonel Reprimanded. 
An article in Red Star, the

One of the magazines suspended 
publication. The editors of the 
other were removed. N. S. Tikho- 
nov, head of the Union of Soviet 
Writers, later was removed, After 
that came published demands for 
changes in stage plays, movies 
and other forms of public enter- 
tainment. 


Decree followed decree, and 
their content was along the same 
line: Books, magazines, plays and 
films must emphasize the life of 
the contemporary Soviet society. 
Although not refusing to publish 
or produce classical and contem- 
porary foreign books and plays, 
the main task lay in educating 
the Soviet people ideologically, the 
decrees state, 


Zhdanov was quoted as saying: 
“In the world there is going on 
a bitter ideological struggle be- 
tween the progressive forces of 
democracy and the forces of re- 
action and imperialism. In this 
struggle Fascist obscurantism 
uses all methods, including art. 
Our Soviet art, serving the inter- 
ests of the people, must with all 
its strength assert the truth of 
Communist ideas and real democ- 
racy. In the name of truth it is 
called upon to conduct an offen- 
sive against the ideology of the 
capitalist world.” 

Turning from ideas to actual 
economic problems, the party in- 
sisted that the collective farm 
system which Stalin installed as 
the mainstay of the Soviet na- 
tion’s food supply also should be 
operated ideologically.

Circuit Judge Harry F. Russell, 
who failed to receive the indorse- 
ment of the Bar Association of St. 
Louis for retention in office, de- 
clined to comment yesterday be- 
yond stating his intention to re- 
main a candidate to retain his 
present post in the November elec- 
tion. 

Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sar- 


torius, who like Russell failed to 
receive indorsement in the poll 
conducted by the association of 
its membership, declined to com- 
ment, 

Eight Circuit Judges, the Pro- 
bate Judge and one Judge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, re- 
ceived approval of the lawyers in 
the Bar Agsociation poll. All 
judges whose terms expire this 
year are seeking to keep their 
places on the bench for new 
terms, 

Judge Sartorius lacked 175 votes 

of receiving the required two- 
thirds majority vote for approval 
while Judge Russell was short by 
69 votes. Out of 1185 members of 
the association eligible to vote, 621 
cast ballots. Judge Sartorius’s 
vote was 213 for and 368 against 
with 32 ballots rejected. Totals 
for Judge Russell were 314 yes 
and 260 no, with 36 ballots re- 
jected. 
This year’s poll sought more 
than a mere yes or no answer 
on the part of association mem- 
bers. As to each candidate, the 
ballot said: “In your opinion, has 
Judge demonstrated that 
he is qualified to be retained in 
office from the following stand- 
points: (a) Legal ability; (b) 
industry; “(c) judicial tempera- 
ment; (d) integrity and strict im- 
partiality; (e) absence of political 
activity in judicial office since the 
adoption of the non-partisan 
court plant?”

an hour of debate. 

The policy statement, presented 
by Otto Miller of Local 1128, chair- 
man of the resolutions’ committee, 
reaffirmed the policies adopted by 
the international union’s conven- 
tion at Milwaukee last month and 
said, in part, “we re-affirm our 
determination to unite all workers 
in our industry on an industrial 
union basis, and rank and file 
control, regardless of craft, age, 
sex, nationality, race, creed or po- 
litical belief, and pursue at all 
times a policy of aggressive strug- 
gle to improve our conditions.” 
This was the international’s posi- 
tion on what it called “disruptive 
red-baiting activities.” 

Forces in the convention describ- 
ing themselves as anti-Communist 
endeavored to defer consideration 
of the policy statement until to- 
day. They wanted to submit a 
minority report containing a con- 
demnation of Communist control 
or Communist influence in the 
union, But a motion to table by 
William Drohan of Local 1102 was 
defeated on a roll call vote, 103% 
to 53%. 

The policy statement was then 
adopted by approximately the 
same proportions on a voice vote. 

Supporters of the statement ex- 
pressed regret at what they said 
was the constant attempt to drag 
the “red question” into conven- 
tions of the union. Maurice Young 
of Newton, Ia., said: “I'm getting 
tired of hearmg about the red 
issue at every convention and I'm 
tired of these people coming into 
our town to stir up trouble.” He 
did not elaborate. 

A delegate from Evansville, Ind. 
said he had “more to do than 
worry whether a man is a red, 
a Jew, a Negro or a Catholic as 
long as he is willing to fight for 
better wages and working con- 
ditions.” 

Drohan and others accused the 
administration of being afraid to 
have the issue discussed on the 
floor, They charged Miller and 
other members of the administra- 


tion with denying them oppor- 


tunity to study the policy state- 
ment preliminary to drawing up

a minority report and Drohan in 
the heat of debate called Miller 
“a liar” after Miller said none of 
the resolutions’ committee mem- 
bers had requested the right to 
make a minority report. 

James Click, business agent of 
Local 1102 who will be nominated

ment with a few. Others support- 
ing him specified they opposed 
the section which said the union 
was determined to unite all work- 
ers regardless of political beliefs.

German Anger at Acquittals Sign 
of “Sound Political View.” 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5 (AP)— 
Three acquittals in the Nuernberg 
trials are responsible for a popu- 
lar upheaval in German opinion 
that is the first solid expression of 
an antiNazi democratic view, 
Dr. Albert M. W. Kempner said 
today upon his return home. 

Dr. Kempner, who was chief of 
investigation and research for 
American prosecutor Robert H. 
Jackson, said there has developed 
“a tremendous upheaval in Ger- 
many against the acquittal of 
Hjalmar Schacht, Franz von 
Papen and Hans Fritzsche, There 
are demonstrations and public 
gatherings in opposition to the 
acquittals. 

“They are the first signs of ex- 
pression of a sound political view 
on the part of the German people. 
The lengthy trial hAd an educa- 
tional effect on the German peo- 
ple and the line of thinking is as 
follows: 

“That men like these three who 
fnitiated and financed the Nazi 
business are no iess guilty than 
those who later executed the prép- 
aration for war and crimes against 
humanity. The little man in the 
street does not understand the

The testimony that convicted 
Gentry and McKivens apparently 
was that of Mamie Lee Fisher, 


19-year-old Negro girl. She testi- 
fied that the two said “we just 
shot some officers” while she was 
riding in an automobile with them 
shortly after the disturbance. 

Two of the acquitted Negroes, 
76-year-old businessman and po- 
litical leader Julius Blair and 
James Morton, an undertaker, 
were found not guilty of being ac- 
cessory to the attack. The 21 
others were absolved of the actual 
assault, 

Judge Ingram thanked the jury 
and said: “You have rendered a 
great service.” 

District Attorney General Paul 
F. Bumpug said: “The jury re- 
turned its verdict and I cannot 
complain about it.” 

14-Day Trial. 

The verdicts climaxed a 14day 
trial preceded by months of legal 
sparring by lawyers for the Na- 
tional Association for the advance- 
ment of Colored People and prose- 
cuting attorneys. Selection of the 
jury alone took more than a 
month. 

The Negroes were indicted by a 
grand jury a month after the day 
and night of racial conflict at 
Columbia, in which 11 persons 
were wounded. Later two Negroes 
were shot to death in the fail 
where they were held. Officers 
said they attempted to escape. 

The trouble started when a 
white radio repairman, William 
Fleming, and two Negroes, Gladys 
Stephenson and her 19-year-old 
son, James, became involved in 
an argument at Fleming’s radio 
repair shop. Fleming was pushed 
through the plate-glass window of 
his establishment. The Negroes 


and ‘spirited from town after a 
group of white men attempted to 
storm the jail. 

Negroes began to withdraw dur- 
ing the day into the Mink Slide 
Negro quarter which was blacked 
out as the evening wore on and 
rumors began to spread of pos- 
sible action by a white mob, Co- 
lumbia has had two lynchings in 
19 years. 

Action by Police. 

Columbia police moved into 
darkened Mink Slide in the night 
to reassure the Negroes that no 
trouble was expected and it was 
then that the shooting occurred. 

A few minutes after the verdict 
two photographers were assaulted 
by a state highway patrolman and 
a court officer just outside the 
courtroom, in which taking of pic- 
tures had been forbidden. 

The photographers were Frank 
Gunter of the Nashville Banner 
and Russell Ray, a _ freelance 
photographer on assignment for 
the Associated Press. 

Gunter said Court Officer Burl 
Dooley pushed him down a flight 
of stairs. Ray said that State 
Highway Patrolman Arnold Davis 
knocked his camera out of his 
hands when he attempted to take 
a picture of the scuffle between 
Gunter and Dooley.

It’s the same problem, in 
many important respects, that 
America has been struggling with 
for nearly five years.”

Union Shop Is Main Issue of Dispute at Two 
Plants—Only Large Firm in St. Louis Area 
Partly Closed by Labor Trouble. 


Current strikes at two St. Louis 
area plants of the Monsanto 
Chemical Co. have resulted to date 
in wage losses to workers aggre- 
gating $1,800,000 and losses to the 
company of more than $12,000,000 
in gross sales, the Post-Dispatch 
learned yesterday. 


Wage loss figures were supplied 
by union officers, those on sales 
losses by the company. Prospects 
for settlement of the protracted 
strikes are not bright because 
both management and _ strikers 
are holding firmly to their posi- 
tions on the main issue in dispute, 
the question of a union shop. 

Monsanto is the only large cor 
poration in the St. Louis industrial 
area whose plants are closed be 
cause of labor troubles at present 
The Queeny plant has been shut 
since June 13. The Monsanto 
plant was closed down July 18 

Accompanied by charges of 
vandalism, alleged bombings, suits 
and counter-suits, the strikes have 
cut deeply into the operations of ' 
other companies not in the §&t. 
Louis vicinity. Company officers 
said stoppage of its production of 
some 300 products including sac- 
charine, phthalic anhydride, phen- 
ol and various plasticizers, had 
caused other firms to curtail

HERE was less time for the 

T ponderous comparisons be- 

tween the contending clubs 
in the world series this year. 

Nobody knew whether it would 
be Leo Durocher’s motley 
Dodgers or the Redbirds of 
Eddie Dyer. But in the interven- 
ing time, since the Cardinals 
clinched, many volumes have 
been written, comparing the 
teams. 

Some prognosticators compare 
offense, defense, general strate- 
‘gy, and then position by posi- 
tion measure Musial with York, 
Williams with Dusak, Marion 
with Pesky, etc. Then at the 
finish conclusions are drawn. 

You can throw most of that 
stuff out the window when the 
blue chips are down and two 
ball clubs are striving for base- 
ball's highest honors, the big 
pot of gold. World series seldom 
go according to form. You have 
big surprises. A Tommy Theve- 
now may outbat a Babe Ruth, 
an underdog Cardinal team may 
upset a powerful Yankee ma- 
chine. 

There have been many upsets 
in the course of world series 
competition. An upset, you 
know, is anything you didn’t 
predict. Thus an upset in Boston 
might be according to form in 
St. Louis, or at least to St. 
Louis fans. 

We've seen enough world se- 
ries to know the folly of pre- 
dicting.

Although the Cardinals have 
won five world championships in 
eight attempts, the club is under 
the .500 mark in games won and 
lost. 

The statistics show that the 
Redbirds have won 23 games and 
lost 24 for a winning percentage 
of only .489. 

The Red Sox, on the other hand, 
playing in four world champion- 
ships, have never tasted defeat and 
have won 16, while losing seven, 
a percentage of .696. It will be 
the first appearance for the Bos- 
ton entry in a title series since 
1918, when the Chicago Cubs were 
defeated, 4 games to 2. 

The Boston entry made its first 
entry in the title competition in 
1912, when the New York Giants 
were beaten, 4 games to 3, with one 
game ending in a tie.

It was cool, cunning Lujack,

State Bars Use 
Of Small Caliber 


Rifles on Deer 


JEFFERSO:. CITY, Oct. 5— 
Missouri deer hunting regulations 
for the Nov. 1 and 2 open season 
eliminate use of all .22 caliber 
rifles except one model—the .22 
high power Savage—according to |} 
conservation officials. This par- | 
ticular weapon is qualified be- 
cause‘ it uses a center-fire car- 
tridge and because the projectile 
weighs more than 60 grains. 

The use of any rifle firing rim- 
fire ammunition is prohibited. Any 
rifle using center-fire ammunition 
with a projectile less than 60 
grains is also ruled out. This in- 
cludes the _ so-called “varmint 
guns,” the .218 Bee, the .219 Zip- 
per, the .22 Hornet and the .220 
Swift. 

Self-loading or automatic rifles 
holding not more than seven shells 
in magazine and chamber com- 
bined may be used to bag a Mis- 
souri buck, provided the rifle meets 
the other requirements as to style 
of cartridge and weight of pro- 
jectile. 

Some GI hunters may be plan- 
ning to use converted military 
rifles such as the .30 caliber car- 
bine. These would meet state deer 
regulations provided the maga- 
zine is cut down so as not to hold 
more than six shells. Any spare 
magazines would have to be altered 
in the same manner. 

Conservation officials pointed 
out, however, that military am- 
munition may not be used because 
the regulations specifically ban 
“full metal - cased projectiles.” 
State authorities also noted that 
a federal law makes it illegal to 
possess a shotgun or rifle that has 
a barre] less than 12 inches in 
length. Some models of the M-1 
carbine do not meet this federal 
requirement. 

Shotguns, including automatics, 
may be used to hunt deer pro- 
vided they are not larger than 10 
gauge or smaller than 200 gauge, 
and provided only shells loaded 
with a single ball or slug are used. 
A separate ruling in the State 
Wildlife Code declares that shot- 
guns must be plugged to a capacity 
of not more than three shells in 
magazine and chamber combined,

Prices of strictly new buildings, 
particularly those well designed, 
are not expected to ease much, if 
at all, and may go higher before 
dropping back. 

Recovery from the current brief 
slowing of activity is expected to 
be apparent in the fall and winter 
months, but Dr, Earl Butz, head 
of the agricultural economics de- 
partment of Purdue University, 
told mortgage bankers convening 
in Cincinnati last week that cur- 
rent price levels wouldn't last 
more than a year. 

“Prices won't go back to pre- 
war levels,” he told the money 
lenders, “but by a year from now 
they will begin to decline to 1944 
and 1945 levels.” 

“This price reaction will come 
when the volume of civilian pro- 
duction begins to catch up with 
effective civilian demand and 
when the flow of relief supplies to 
Europe begins to subside. 

“If we act intelligently when the 
price reaction occurs,” the eco- 
nomist stated, “the period pre- 
dicted should be followed by a 
long spell of relative prosperity. 
The price level will remain rela- 
tively high (1945 level) for at 
least a decade — perhaps longer. 
This will be a period of generally 
good business and satisfactory re- 
wards for efficient management.”

The outgoing British system of health 
insurance, in effect since 1911, has been re- 
stricted to manual and low-salaried white 
collar workers, offering only general prac- 
titioner care without hospital or specialists’ 
services, Demand for its expansion was 
sparked by the famous ‘“cradle-to-grave”’ 
Beveridge report of 1942, and by the experl- 
ence of the war, when national security de- 
pended on the physical fitness of all groups 
of the population.

The basic provision of the new English 
act is to provide medical care for everyone, 
through the personal attention of physicians 
and through health centers and hospitals. 
The specific benefits to be furnished by the 
government without charge include: 

1. Personal services by doctors, dentists, 
and oculists who will have access to the most 
mnodern facilities in health centers equipped 
at public expense; 

2. Complete in-patient and out-patient 
hospital care, with treatment continued 
through convalescence and rehabilitation; 

3. Services of specialists as needed; 

4. Home nursing and domestic help 
when required for reasons of health; and 

5, All necessary drugs and appliances, 
with some limitations on renewals. 

To equalize distribution of services and 
to facilitate co-ordination, all hospital prop- 
erties and equipment are to be transferred 
io the Gavernment- Organization will be 
by areas. with each section including a gen- 
eral hospital around which smalle: ‘‘feeder” 
hospitals will be grouped, and with which a 
university school of medicine will be associ- 
ated when possible, to assure continued re- 
search progress. 

Health centers will be established in loca) 
communities to serve as bases for medical 
and dental services, special clinics and health 
education.

The 1,070,000-man Army is expected to 
remain constant as long as occupation forces 
are necessary. It will be divided into 670,- 
000 in the ground and service forces and 
400,000 in the air forces, About 190,000 
air force men will be stationed overseas and 
about 335,000 ground and service troops. 


The estimate of 335,000 ground troops is 
based on the assumptions that people in oc- 
cupied countries will remain tractable, that 
four-power occupation will continue in Ger- 
many and that Britain, China and the Philip- 
pines eventually will take part in the occu- 
pation of Japan, that arrangements can be 
made to withdraw troops from Austria and 
Italy and that the United Nations will be- 
come increasingly effective.

It is known that great strides have been 
made in chemical and bacteriological war- 
fare. Reference has been made publicly to 
a radioactive poison gas, which might well 
take the form of a surface application of the 
tremendous radioactive cloud hurled sky- 
ward in the explosion of an atomic bomb. 
Army and Navy have intensive programs for 
experimenting with jet propulsion of air- 
craft, rockets and guided missiles, looking 
toward ‘‘push button’ warfare. The Army 
has two bombers with ranges of 10,000 miles 
and has considered the possibility of equip- 
ping some of them as flying aircraft carriers 
to carry fighter escorts. The Army talks of 
putting rockets on tanks to hurl them over 
obstacles, and of blowing infantrymen up 
walls and cliffs by the some method. 


Army Not as Impotent 
As Size Might Suggest. 


With these prospects, and a huge budget 
for research ($730,000,000 for all the serv- 
ices, including the Navy, AAF and the Man- 
hattan project), the Army does not look as 
impotent as its small size might suggest. If 
there is a complete revision in methods of 
warfare and a new set of weapons, then it 
would be necessary to train new men any- 
way. It would be worse than useless to 
teach a large standing Army how to fight 
with outmoded weapons, 


To make the best use of its resources, the 
Army is altering its organization and plans. 
It sees the continental United States as its 
main base, with a ring of far-flung outposts 
designed both as springboards for fast strik- 
ing forces and as buffers which would, in 
effect, replace the allies who have, in the 
last two wars, held off the enemy while we 
prepared ourselves. 


For the defense of the main base, six- 
semi-autonomous armies have been set up, 
each with an assigned geographieal area. One 
reason for this division ie#’ to provide pro- 
tection in case one or more areas should be 
neutralized by an aerial assault. The War 
Department itself is being re-organized to 
provide more flexibility, cleaner command 
channels and increased attention to research. 


The Army Air Forces, which by next sum- 
er will include nearly 40 per cent of the en- 


present is presenting a strong military front 
in an unsettled world. With these thin and

In addition, 
Army and Navy have reserve training pro- 
grams. Notable among many new training 
programs within the Army are several whose 
purpose is to give officers a wide knowledge 
of politics, economics and international re . 
lations. 


The War Department is making strenuous 
efforts to recruit an all-volunteer Army, but 
still expects to have to draft 185,000 men 
from Sept. 1 to next March 31, when the 
Selective Service act expires. Since V-J day, 
more than 900,000 volunteers have enlisted, 

In the event of war, armed forces and in- 
dustry would be mobilized according to plans 
now being discussed. Patterson has estimated 
that within six months the military establigh- 
ment could be returned to the position it 
occupied a year ago. The Army plans to 
mobilize 4,500,000 men within a year after 
the outbreak of war. Plans for industrial 
mobilization are being prepared by the Army- 
Navy Munitions Board, assisted by Donald 
M. Nelson, former chairman of the War 
Production Board. 


Neither the Navy, with an authorized 
strength of 558,000 men by next July, nor 
the Marine Corps, which will have a strength 
of 108,000 by the same date, are troubled 
with recruiting problems. Both are tra- 
ditionally volunteer services and have all 
the men they need, except that all branches 
of the services are hungry for certain cate- 
gories of technicians. 


Navy Ready for Battle 
In Atlantic or Pacific. 


The Navy, down to one-seventh of its wa:s- 
time size, still has 300 combat ships and is 
capable of fighting a battle at a moment's 
notice in either ocean. 

Its active fleet in the Pacific includes twe 
battleships, one battle carrier, six carriers, 
six escort carriers, eight heavy cruisers, nine 
light cruisers, 72 destroyers, 16 destroyer 
escorts, 39 submarines and smaller ships. 
Active in the Atlantic are two battleships, 
two battle carriers, three carriers, one small 
carrier, four escort carriers, one heavy 
cruiser, 13 light cruisers, 58 destroyers, 18 . 
destroyer escorts, 41 submarines and smaller | 
craft. 

In each ocean are a number of ships fn 
reserve, which means they have skeleton’ 
crews aboard and can sail with a minimem 
of preparation. Hundreds of inactive ships 
are, §0 to speak, in moth balls. They could . 
be readied in from one to several months. 

Admiral Chester W. Ninimtz estimated, 
however, that a minimum of six months . 
would be required to bring the Navy up to . 
its strength of last fall,

Justice at Nuernberg 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Many criticisms have arisen since the 
decisions at Nuernberg were made, but 
the most common are that the German 
war criminals should have been tried by 
neutral countries and that the legality 
of the verdict is questionable. 

Which neutral countries should have 
done the job? Fascist Spain? Or per- 
haps Sweden, which supplied the Ger- 
mans with ‘much-needed war materials? 
Maybe Switzerland, which was the store- 
house for the Nazi war loot and only un- 
til recently refused to surrender it to 
the Allies? Possibly the only neutral 
nation was the principality of Nepal! 
Let us remember that in a war of world- 
wide magnitude there are no neutrals. 

The legitimacy of the sentences has 
been challenged, but the tribunal used 
as one basis for its findings the Kellogg- 
Briand pact of 1928. If anyone doubts 
its constitutionality as far as the United 
States is concerned, let me quote from 
Article 6 of our Constitution: “This Con- 
stitution and the laws of the United 
States which shall be made in pursuance 
thereof and all treaties made, or which 
shall be made, under the authority of the 
United States, shall be the supreme liw 
of the land...” 

We must remember that we have em- 
barked on a new phase of international 
law. A strong foundation must be built 
on which we can construct a set of laws 
acceptable to all men and nations, The 
Nuernberg court has offered us that op- 
portunity. Granted, it is by no means 
perfect, but it will be for us to improve 
in order that we may provide future 
generations with a heritage of peace.

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In the Eyes of the World 


By the verdict handed down Friday night, 
the Negroes tried as an aftermath of the race 
riot at Columbia, Tenn., last February seem to 
be assured justice in the strictly legal sense. 
In a long and rancorous trial, 23 of the defend- 
ants have been absolved of charges of attempted 
murder. Two were pronounced guilty, but the 
weight of the evidence and the fairness of the 
trial will be reviewed by courts of last resort. 

This is all to the good. But mere legal justice 
is not enough. The evidence in this trial estab- 
lished extremes of barbarous misconduct on the 
part of the Tennessee State Police in brutalizing 
and vandalizing “Mink Slide,” Columbia’s Negro 
section, in retaliation against the Negro commu- 
nity for going bond for and rescuing from a lynch 
mob a young Negro on leave from the Navy. 

The evidence also revealed that in Lynn Bo- 
mar, its Commissioner of Public Safety, Tennes- 
see has a police official with no conception of 
law and order or of their fair and impartial ad- 
ministration. Bomar was leader of the State 


_ Police who were in charge when “Mink Slide” 


was beaten up, robbed and all but wrecked. 

Bomar himself testified that although he had 
hours in which to do so, he did not get a war- 
rant to search the Negro homes, and he even 
went so far as to declare in court that he 
“wouldn’t get a warrant the next time, either.” 
He also described, with apparent relish, how he 
had knocked a young Negro down, held his foot 
on the Negro’s neck and threatened to kill him 
if he moved. If Bomar meant to establish him- 
self as a true knight of the knout and the 
knuckleduster, he succeeded admirably. 

While the trial was in progress, its mood 
changed noticeably—evidently in response to the 
stories and comments published outside the 
State and, to give due credit, to the reawakening 
fair play of the community. The responsible 
people of Tennessee were laudably sensitive to 
the reaction of the rest of the country. 

This same sensibility should prompt them to 
go ahead and see that justice and decency are 
vindicated in other ways than in the mere out- 
come of the trial, important as that is. The two 
Negroes who were killed in jail while awaiting 
trial cannot be brought back, but the Negroes 
of Mink Slide can be, and should be, indemni- 
fied for the damage of their property at the 
hands of the State Police and the armed mob 
whieh accompanied them. And Commissioner 
Bomar, under whose leadership the vandalism 
and brutality were perpetrated, should sum- 
marily be removed from office. 

Tennessee in modern times has been one of 
the less Klan-ridden of the Southern states. It 
has never sent a Bilbo, a Heflin, a Tom Watson 
or a Cole Blease to the United States Senate. It 
has not deprived the Negro of the right to vote. 

Until last February, at least, the State could 
point to a fairly civilized record in race rela- 
tions. Jt is a record worth keeping, and it can- 
not be kept merely by averting the legal lynch- 
ing that might have occurred at Lawrenceburg. 

In this matter the whole nation has a stake. 
While under the Federal system legal responsi- 
bility may rest with Tennessee, in the eyes of 
the world the whole nation is responsible for 
the civilized treatment of minority peoples. 
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A Pivot of Strength 

Gifford Pinchot, dead at 81, was the type of 
independent, progressive, constructive politician 
who is the crowning glory of democracy. Like 
Folk of Missouri and Deneen of Illinois, Pinchot 
of Pennsylvania challenged the entrenched and 
corrupt bosses, with their legion of self-seeking 
hangers-on, and licked them at the polls. 

He recalled to the voters the picture of demo- 
cratic government as it should be, won their con- 
fidence and aroused them to assert their sov- 
ereign strength. He beat the supposedly im- 
pregnable Republican machine of Boies Penrose 
to become Governor of Pennsylvania in 1922, 
and in 1930 won an even more spectacular vic- 
tory for Governor over the venal Boss Vare, 
who went to the extreme length of supporting 
the Democratic candidate against the independ- 
ent Republican nominee. 

This was the career of Pinchot the politician. 
It was a career added to that of Pinchot the 
scientific forester and leader of the conservation 
movement under President Theodore Roosevelt. 

Gifford Pinchot was a man of distinguished 
family and one of considerable wealth; he might 
have chosen a life of ease or the career of a 
dilettante. Instead he chose a strenuous life 
devoted to showing what one forceful, high- 
minded man can do to endow independent poli- 
tics with the pivotal strength always latent in it 
if aroused. Why doesn’t the country turn out 
more like him? 
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McKellar vs. Lilienthal Again 


I will do everything I can to see that he 
is rejected. I would like mighty well to see 
him out of TVA but not to go on the Atomic 
Commission. I would oppose any man in 
the world who isn’t willing to pay the profits 
he makes for the Government into the Gov- 
ernment’s treasury. 

Thus Senator McKellar answers President 
Truman’s statement that he is considering TVA 
Chairman David E. Lilienthal for the Atomic 
Energy Commission. The Senator is slipping. 
His hatred of Lilienthal has previously prompted 
him, secure in congressional immunity, to much 
bolder slanders. 

Customers of an electricity system damaged 
by storm cannot conveniently wait on Congress 
for repairs. So, with congressional approval, 
TVA has retained revenues for contingencies. 
TVA has not abused the privilege. 

McKellar is simply sore because he cannot put 
his henchmen in TVA and dictate what county 
shall have the next dam and fertilizer experi- 
ment. So he is out for revenge on Lilienthal, 
who stands in the way of his unwholesome 
schemes as the No. 1 spoilsman of Congress. 

Actually, Lilienthal to Atomic Energy would 
be a brilliant appointment. He is a master of 
Government administration. He has withstood 
McKellar and other TVA subverters. The atomic 
board will need both qualities. He was chair- 
man of the committee which developed the mas- 
terful American plan for international atomic 
control. He isnot only qualified; no one else 
mentioned would be so excellent a chairman. 

McKellar fought Lilienthal’s reappointment 
to TVA last year, but only Senator Stewart, his 
faithful stooge, voted with him. The appoint- 
ment was confirmed on tremendous preponder-

ance of merit. It will be the same story if 
Lilienthal is nominated for Atomic Control. In

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The Ambitious Caponesters 


Mobsterism postwar is big business, nation- 
wide business. As disclosed in the Post-Dispatch, 


the Capone gang has crowded into Kansas City, . 


Joliet, East St. Louis. It is working on New 
Orleans, Denver, Omaha, Wichita and Los An- 
geles. Chicago is firmly grasped in its tentacles. 

This is a long way;by many profitable miles, 
from the beer-backed payoffs of prohibition 
days, when Caponesters could afford to stay 
in their own Chicago yard. Now they are spread- 
ing out. They have a new monopoly, and are 
trying to stretch it across the nation. 

They began by taking over the national opera- 
tions of. the Continental News Service, which 
serves up racing news to handbooks. The owner 
of this operation, James M. Ragen, was shot 
down in Chicago and died in August. With his 
racket in their pocket, the Capone crew turned 
halfway respectable—they had a monopoly, and 
they became, not a mob, but a “syndicate.” 

So they moved out of Chicago and into 
Joliet, then East St. Louis, where they took a 
rake-off from Vic Doyle’s Ringside Casino, and 
down into New Orleans, where 40 handbooks 
seldom bothered by police would be assets to the 
new business. But New Orleans police raided 
the Capone headquarters, and free gambling 
competition apparently still prevails. 

In the St. Louis area, they met resistance. 
They suggested that Paul (Bev) Brown and 
Clarence (Gully) Owen either sell their Pioneer 
News Service, which got information from 
Capone-Continental, or let the syndicate take a 
rakeoff, At last report, Brown and Owen were 
holding tight, and East St. Louis police were 
trying to protect local gambling money against 
the invasion. 

But the mob dropped its business-like ap- 
proach in Kansas City, and*hauled out pistols. 
By sheer intimidation, they took over the Har- 
mony Publishing Co, and its services for gam- 
blers in Kansas City, Omaha, Wichita and Den- 
ver. And a new tip sheet run off by a Capone 
press in Los Angeles has appeared. 

This is big-time stuff, mostly with kid gloves. 
But when will the gloves come off, and fingers 
play on the old Thompson triggers? That is 
coming, too, when politeness fails to pay. Only 
this time, violence could stretch for a thousand 
miles, down the Mississippi, out to California. 

What are the police and the FBI waiting for? 
Murder cross-country? The only way to stop 
these leeches is to root out the handbooks and 
national gambling services that feed them. 
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Queen Bossy Next? 

Butter in St. Louis advanced this week end 
to 95 cents and $1 a pound—the highest price 
in history—at the very time the West Illinois 
coal field was staging a King Coal celebration 
exhibiting several pounds of butter made in Ger- 
many from coal. 

Is it just possible there. is some isi sig- 
nificance to this? Synthetics from coal and 
petroleum are costing the owners of the rubber 
plantations a lot of sleep. Is King Coal getting 
ready to invade Queen Bossy’s realm, and if so, 
wouldn’t she better watch her step? 
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Bolshevism, Government Issue 

The Chicago Tribune has helped to uncover 
another astounding plot against the free way 
of Publisher McCormick—this one a conspiracy 
by the Army. Terrified by its guilt, the War 
Department has withdrawn from armed service 
instruction a flaming manifesto entitled “Eco- 
nomics: Principles and Problems.” 

At first it was hard to tell whether the book 
was boring from within, or just boring. But it 
is full of red-hot graphs and figures, so the 
Tribune and one DeWitt Emery of the National 
Small Business Men’s Clubs have set us straight. 
This work advocates income taxation, like the 
Constitution, and tougher inheritance taxes, like 
a study sponsored by those rampant Reds and 
corporation Communists in the Committee for 
Economic Development. 

The subversive doctrine was written by Paul 
F. Gemmill of the University of Pennsylvania 
and Ralph H. Blodgett of the University of Illi- 
nois. Both places are notorious hotbeds of 
general information. And while Tovarisch Gem- 
mill protests that the book favors capitalism, let 
us not be deceived. Mr. Emery says it favors in- 
come taxes. It is, he says, “pure Communism,” 

Well, the book is barred, and now that the 
Army has surrendered to the voices of two of 
the American people, it may as well sever all re- 
lations with Red Bolshevism, including red tape. 
Certainly it cannot afford to toy with dogma that 
already has infected such notoriously radical 
schools as the University of Missouri, the Uni- 
versity of Illinois and 100 other institutions, 
This text even ensnared the Brothers of the Holy 
Cross at Notre Dame which, as everyone knows, 
is chock full of left halfbacks, left tackles and 
such leftist. The War Department ought to 
crawl under a jeep and hide. 
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Man Against a Wall 


The theorizings of aerodynamics experts over 
the loss of Geoffrey De Havilland’s jet plane 
open the door to a realism that is stranger than 
fantasy. De Havilland had flown “considerably 
faster” than the werld speed record of 616 miles 
an hour and on what proved to be his last flight 
he had set out to fly still faster. The experts theo- 
rize that if he reached the speed of sound, 760 
miles an hour, the air in front of the plane 
might by a natural phenomenon have formed a 
solid wall against which he crashed to unimag- 
inable destruction. 

If he went to doom against a wall of air, his 
was a fate which all men are having to contem- 
plate for themselves, and either accept or work 
furiously to avert. Has mankind in its inven- 
tive cleverness reached a dead end? Does it 
know so much and understand so little that the 
only major field of accomplishment left for it 
is its own destruction? The atomic bomb, bac- 
terial warfare, the supersonic wall—do they sug- 
gest that conclusion or its opposite? 

Is it ridiculous; that this great, superior crea- 
ture, Man, is painting himself in, sawing off the 
limb he sits on, hoisting himself by his own 
petard? Or is it tragic, that he stands, a heroic 
and lonely figure, with his back to a wall of his 
own making? 
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By the Light of Reason 


BRANDEIS: A FREE MAN'S LIFE, by Alpheus Thomas

The late Justice Brandeis closed one of 
his great dissents with this ringing decla- 
ration: “If we would guide by the light 
of reason, we must let our minds be bold.” 
How successfully he applied that princi- 
ple in his own living is shown in this ex- 
cellent volume by the professor of politics 
at Princeton University. 

Brandeis began his career in an office at 
505 Chestnut street, now marked by a 
plaque placed by his St. Louis friends, Not- 
withstanding close friendship with Charles 
Nagel, Brandeis shortly removed to Boston, 
There, in a few years, he became an out- 
standing lawyer, a civic leader and a con- 
troversial figure. He was highly success- 
ful as a “corporation lawyer” from the 
standpoint of a lucrative practice. Yet he 
did not hesitate to ferret out and attack, 
often at his own expense and as a matter 
of public duty, corporate corruption and 
mismanagement. 

Catholicity and boldness of mind inevit- 
ably laid Brandeis open to charges of in- 
consistency, disloyalty and opportunism. In- 
deed, his actions often puzzled even his 
good friends. While he was lauded by 
many as the “people's attorney,” by others 
he was branded a “theorist,” “Communist,” 
“agitator” and “propagandist.” When Wil- 
son nominated him to the Supreme Court, 
he was declared by a group of former pres- 
idents of the American Bar Association to 
be unfit, by reason of “reputation, charac- 
ter and professional career.” 

7 * + 

Thirty years later, Brandeis’s critics stand 
refuted in all important particulars, True, 
in some cases, his conduct is still not com- 
pletely explicable even to an admiring stu- 
dent, However, as Prof. Mason shows, 
Brandeis was not only a great advocate and 
jurist, but was a.social philosopher with a 
profound sympathy for humanity, and an 
unswerving devotion to the public good. 


If he personally desired wealth and pow- 
er, it was for the sake of freedom to serve 
the right as he saw it. He donated to 
charity fees which he received for “public 
causes,” or refused such fees. And while 
he amassed a fortune in his lifetime, he 
gave away one almost a third as large. 

It is said that Prof. Mason devoted long 
years to the preparation of this volume. 
Certainly he has gathered a vast wealth 
of material, which he handles with skill 
and scholarship, The book is richly inter- 
larded with quotations from Brandeis’s own 
writings. Some readers will find the text 
prolix; but the banquet is here, and the 
guest may partake as he desires, in any 
nase to enjoyment and benefit.

There were sheep, too, in the old South- 
west. They first came with Coronado. But 
those sheep didn’t prosper; in fact, nobody 
knows what became of them. It was Juan 
de Onate (inexplicably, the author persists 
in calling him “Onante”) who, in 1598, 
brought some of the ancestors of the pres- 
ent flocks into New Mexico. 

Hundreds of people have written about 
the picturesque, dramatic cattle industry of 
the Southwest, but up to very recently no- 
body had seriously tackled its far less 
glamorous sheep industry. Now, as fre- 
quently happens in America, we are getting 
a sudden supply of interesting works on a 
hitherto neglected subject. 

Now we are learning about the tremend- 
ously important Southwestern sheep indus- 
try from Col. Edward N. Wentworth’s his- 
torical document, “Shepherd's Empire,” (in- 
cidentally, there were no shepherds in the 
Southwest; they were all “sheepherders”): 
from his several valuable shorter pieces; 
from E. L. Moulton’s “The Odyssey of a 
Flockmaster”; from the work here dis- 
cussed; and we are promised more knowl- 
edge in Col. Wentworth's forthcoming 
“America’s Sheep Trails.” 

+ + + 

Mrs. Kupper, herself a Texas “sheep- 
woman,” is more concerned with the earthy 
“etails of life and labor on the sheep ranges 
than with the strictly historical background 
of the Southwestern sheep industry. 

The Southwestern sheepman had a diffi- 
cult time with the dumbest of the dumb 
beasts, whose only ambition is to die. He 
was constantly struggling for grass and 
water and trails from one range to an- 
other, laboring to protect his flock from 
blizzards, plains fires, floods and wolves, 
battling cattlemen and farmers for range, 
patiently and successfully improving breeds, 
driving sheep great distances to shearing 
pens and, with almost unbelievable hard- 
ship, getting the wool to market. 

If a sheepherder seems indolent and lone- 
ly, that is mere appearance. He has to be 
alert to a hundred dangers. “Sheep left 
unattended are as good as no sheep at 
all.” Smelly and dumb and weak and help- 
less, with no speed, no joy of life, sheep are 
no fun, From the hard, incessant labors 
of the sheepmen has come a mighty indus- 
try that covers the high plains and moun- 
tain slopes of the Southwest.

Henri de Toulouse Lautrec, in his day, 
was regarded as an amateur because he 
was an aristocrat, lacking the need for 
social security and other characteristics of 
a painter, and as an entertainer because 
he was a caricaturist. His choice of sub- 
ject matter, Montmartre, prostitution, the 
stage and circus, was further evidence of 
lack of taste, especially to British reviewers 
of his London show in 1898., Like his 
friend, Van Gogh, his personal life and 
habits were matters of dispute. No doubt 
about it, he was a picturesque and color- 
ful character and one about whom there 
might easily be differences of opinion. 


But the Montmartre and the rest of us 
have seen two world wars since Lautrec’s 
day, and his social idiosyncrasies and per- 
sonality are a closed book. The once 
shocking can-can is now in the mildly 
amusing class along with the mustache 
cup, while the work of Lautrec has sur- 
vived not only as a record of hig time but 
something with the lasting touch of genius. 


A tireless worker, who scorned profes- 
sional models, Lautrec gathered his mate 
rial at the source. He sketched constantly 
in the theaters, cafes and bordellos. His 
interest was in humanity, at least in the 
human side of that colorful sector, and as 
a result his portraits of inmates of brothels 
are totally lacking in Hollywood sex lure, 
Nor do they possess the reformer’s outlook 
of the English Hogarth. They are straight- 
away human studies and in our time, if it 
were not for the label “prostitute,” they 
could easily be mistaken for Percherons. 

This volume with 150 reproductions, 16 in 
color, is a reprint of the French edition. 
Mary Chamot translated the original text 
by Jacques Lassaigne and judging by sew 
eral errors, some cartoonist (notoriously 
poor spellers) must have corrected the 
proofs. Detailed descriptions of the re 
productions are given in the back of the 
volume D. R. FITZPATRICK. 
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Immodesty, Ine. 
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On the jacket blurb of “Roses and Buck- 
shot,” autobiography of that famous and 
once-popular illustrator and pencil portrait 
artist, James Montgomery Flagg, his pub- 
lishers warn that if you find “any undue 
modesty in the book, you may be sure that 
Mr. Flagg did not intend it.” It was an un- 
necessary warning. You will not only find 
no “undue” modesty, but no modesty at all. 
“Roses and Buckshot” is 224 pages of some 
what desperate effort on Flagg’s part to 
convince the world of what a great man 
he was and still is. 

In the book, Flagg mentions several hun 
dred famous and otherwise people ranging 
from Mark Twain to John Barrymore on 
the male side, through his St. Louis-born 
first wife, Nellie McCormick, to Greta Gar- 
bo on the distaff list. He has little nice 
to say of any of them—e. g., of his first 
wife, “on The Day I had to get out of my 
little hotel by the fire escape to go to my 
own wedding because it had suddenly been 
quarantined on account of a case of small- 
pox. (In light of events, maybe I should 
have let myself be quarantined.)” 

Altogether, Flagg’s autobiography is a 
sorry performance for a man whose ability 
brought him such a generous amount of 
fame. You cannot help feeling, as the 
vitriol drips from page after page, that 
there must have been someone in Flagg’s 
long life of travel and amorous adventure 
about whom he could say a kind word.

HE State, War and Navy Departments have been discussing 
the United States aircraft carrier Randolph on a 
“courtesy” visit to the Turkish port of Izmir. That is the best 


indication of the serious view taken here of the new developments 
in the Russian-Turkish controversy over the Dardanelles. 


Nothing short of an ultimatum 
could be much stronger than the 
recent Soviet note to Turkey, de- 
manding that the Turks negotiate 
the Dardanelles question only 
with the Kremlin and its puppet 
powers on the Black Sea and as- 
serting that anything else would 
be incompatible with Soviet “dig- 
nity.” 

The Soviet note is interpreted 
here as meaning two things. First, 
the Soviet Union now intends to 
precipitate a Turkish cnNsis which 
may well be more intense and 
alarming than the Iranian crisis 
last winter. Second, this makes 
Stalin’s recent peaceable state- 
ment look completely meaningless, 

the essential test of “deeds, 
not words.” 
Two Follow-Ups Possible. 

Anyone reading the Soviet note 
must conclude, as do the experts 
here, that it is meant to be folk 
lowed up in some manner. Only 
two follow-ups appear to be pos- 
sible. 

The first is to intensify the 
trouble in the Balkins, making 
further efforts to promote revolu- 
tion in Greece, further mobilizing 
the armies of the satellite states 
and in general creating a source 
of pressure on Turkey's Balkan 
flank. 

The second is by direct threat 
or other action against Turkey. 
The crisis is not expected to 
mount to its climax tomorrow, 
next week or even perhaps next 
month, but unless there is a com- 
plete reversal of Soviet policy, 
owing to some such unexpected 
factor as the proposed Randolph 
visit, the first form of follow-up 
is expected to be embarked on 
pretty promptly. 

The chances are that it will be 
strongly supplemented by the sec- 
ond when the situation is favor- 
able. 

Risk Is Great. 


The risk involved in a Turkish 
crisis of this kind will, of course, 
be far greater than the risk that 
was involved in the Iranian 
crisis. The Soviets have no fifth 
column in Turkey. The Turkish 
Government and Army are firmly 
resolved not to accept any kind 
of infringement of their national 
sovereignty such as acceptance of 
the Soviet demand for Dardanelles 
bases. 

In the opinion of all observers, 
the Turks mean to fight first. 

The British, who were actually 
prepared to order their troops into 
Southern Iran at the time of the 
Soviet-engineered strike in the oil 
fields, have an even greater in- 
terest in Turkish independence 
than they do in Iranian oil. They 
also have a mutual] defense pact 
with Turkey, which they have re- 
peatedly assured the Turkish Gov- 
ernment they would fulfill. 


Thus, although no one doutts 
that the Soviets do not want real 
trouble, everfone fears the conse- 
quences of a Soviet miscalcula- 
tion of tee determanation to resist 
their war of nerves. 


Meanwhile. the Iranian pot also 
shows signs of coming to another 
boil. The first cause was the in- 
considerate action of certain 


british consul, Alan Trott, whose 
enthusiasm as an Orientalist out- 
weighed his discretion as a dip- 
lomat. In the course of his study 
of the South Iranian tribes—partly 
motivated by scholarly reasons 
and partly, very likely, by thoughts 
of possible future trouble—Trott 
presented letters of introduction 
to two South Iranian tribal chiefs, 
Jehan Shah and Amir Bahman, 


The leadership of the Bakhttari 
tribe was disputed with these iwo 
by a third chief, Abul Qasim 
Khan, an ambitious intriguer who 
had harbored German parachutist 
agents during the war. He get 
hold of Tictt’s letters and took 
them to the Iranian Vice Premier 
at Teheran, Muzaffar Firouz, who 
is generally supposed to be in 
Soviet pay. 

Firouz arrested Jehan Shah and 
Amir Bahman, whereupon a ce- 
volt of the Bakhtiari and Gas‘yai 
tribes against the Central Govern- 
ment immediately broke out. The 
revolting tribesmen have made 
considerable progress. Tehran, of 
course :s full of charges erd 
counter-charges of Soviet and 
British int) igue. 


Basic Cause of Trouble. 


The basic cause’ of the whole 
troubie is the Soviet-snonsoced 
penetration into Southern Iran, 
under the protection of Muzaffar 
Firouz, of the Communist-domi- 
nated Tudeh party, which is hated 
by the tribes. 


Azeibaijav is now totally con- 
trolled by the Soviets. The Tehran 
Governmen has in effect reccg- 
nized the de facto independence 
of the North. 


The Tudeh push southward rep- 
resents an attempt to extend §So- 
viet power. Firouz, notorious for 
his rascality even in a country 
where the political standard is 
rarely high, made what looked like 
an attempt to support tha Tudeh 
push after the termination of tie 
Anglo-Iranian strike. 


At that time he attempted to 
arrest Col. Hedjazi, who had re- 
stored order at the oil wells on 
instructions from Premier Qavam. 
Hedjazi, who seems to be a man 
of some vigor, is reported to have 
responded by slapping the Vice 
Premier in the face and fleeing for 
refuge to the Iranian chief of 
staff, who then protected his sub- 
ordinate. 
Meaning of Mess. 

All this miserable mess is not 
without meaning, since the Amer- 
ican loans to provide irrigation 
and industrialization, and thus to 
raise the shockingly low level of 
life in Iran, cannot be made so 
long as the whole proceeds are 
likely to find their way into 
Firouz’s pockets, 


Equally, the atmosphere is 
wholly unpropitious to the reason- 
able negotiation concerning oil re- 
sources which London has so often 
proposed to the Kremlin. 


The situation parallels that in 
Turkey, where the United States 
has urgently offered to sponsor 
any reasonable settlement of the 
Dardanelles question. 


The trouble is that reasonable 
settlements are not wanted.

50-50 chance to make his 
third return to the throne endure, 
as his monarchist premier, Con- 
stantine Tsaldaris strove to carry 
out the royal command to form 
an all-party cabinet. 

“All Party” uow excludes the 
exiled militant Republicans, So- 
cialists and Communists, consider- 
able numbers of whom are al- 
ready en route toward what 
Greeks, imitating tourist circulars, 
call “Winter in the Islands.” 

The king’s record of three and 
one-half years of fascism, which 
ended only in Hitler’s conquest of 
Greece, is being buried cour- 
teously. The popular tendency is 
to summon the deepest resources 
of tolerance and to give George 
another chance, It cannot be said 
that the king is now, or ever was, 
popular in the sense of his prede- 
cessors, like the democratic Con- 
stantine. The phrase one hears 
repeated on the boulevards, now 
oddly full of fashionably dressed 
Greeks, is, “Bringing him back 
was our only way.” 

What the Greeks mean when 
they say this is not that George’s 
fascist past is forgotten but that 
the Communists, who led the fight 
against him, have taken attitudes 
in Balkan policy so contrary to 
Greece’s postwar aspiration that 
they have lost their own prestige 
and pulled down the whole repub- 
lican front with them. ' 

The Communists have been un- 
willing to participate in the gen- 
eral Greek shout for territorial 
acquisition at the expense of Al- 
bania and Russian-dominated Bul- 
garia. Their midway attitude in 
putting the former question under 
plebiscite and the latter under in- 
ternational consideration is inter- 
preted as Moscow-directed and 
especially insidious because, with 
an occupying force of 50,000 Brit- 
ish here, Greece may lose its best 
chance for future aggrandizement. 

Little is said about the Dode- 
canese, already given to Greece by 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil, still being occupied by British 
forces without Greek administra- 
tion. As after World War Il, 
Greece’s land appetites are sub- 
stantial and any disunity is con- 
sidered treason. ‘ 

The regime question is second- 
ary to expanding, while British 
support is encouraging. 

Meantime, domestic peace has 
failed. Leftist bands of wartime 
partisan origins’ are continuing 
their probably foredoomed battle 
against extermination by the con- 
stabulary and British-trained 
Greek army forces. 

An official attempt to prove 
these groups are helped with arms 
by the Slavbloc states, beyond the 
ordinary routine of Balkan arms- 
running, is now wearing thin. De- 
fensive stories are appearing, like: 
“London believes our govern- 
mental communiques about who is 
helping the rebels.” Britain’s de- 
cision to send more troops to 
Greece is expected to relieve more 
Greek army men for the nation- 
wide red cleanyp.

Van Mook, who was born in 
Java, has so far extended the 
hand of conciliation to the rebel- 
lious republic that he has left 
himself wide open to criticism 
from Netherlands rightist parties. 

“As soon as I can find some 
basis for a peaceful agreement, 1 
shall demobilize Dutchmen from 
Japanese prison camps, who have 
been remobilized into service be- 
cause of our lack of manpower,” 
Van Mook said. 

The republic's officials have re- 
peatedly held up freeing wartime 
internees of all sexes and ages, 
claiming that Holland had no 
right to use former prisoners to 
recover its prewar powers, 


“What is really needed for peace 


is organized resistance by the civil | 


population against banditry and 
violence,” said Van Mook, “To 
establish such resistance we need 
to win political sympathy on the 
other side of the lines. But, such 
Sympathy cannot be expected un- 
less we are in a position to give it 
some support.” 


Apparently referring to the fact 
that the Dutch have only 1000 
troops for each 1,000,000 of teem- 
ing Indonesia’s peoples, Van Mook 
said: “You cannot provide protec- 
tion when you have insufficient 
men for its support.” 

Optimism Increasé¢s, 

Having last interviewed the Act- 
ing Governor General in Bandoeng 


‘crowded Java with its 43,000,000 
and the several times larger 
‘Sumatra with only 9,000,000, Van 
'Mook said that it seemed to him 
the republic’s hold was less near 
to consolidation’ there. While 
southern Sumatra — only ferrying 
distance from Java — is under 
Jogjakarta’s control, central and 
northern parts of this gigantic 
island are still torn with tribal 
conflict. 

“The local aspect there is that 
ithe political revolution lags be- 
hind the social revolution,” Van 
Mook said. 

General peace such as prevails 
in most of Borneo, the Celebes 
and the Lesser Sunda islands 
could be extended to Java and 
‘Sumatra only when the weapons 


‘now sown among the population 
were recovered by the authorities, 
Van Mook said. 

“And you cannot collect arms 
‘until you have gained the volun- 
tary co-operation of civil society,” 
he added tersely. 


Views on Jap Influence. 

Asked whether the _ republic’s 
‘revolution had wholly plowed un- 
der its Japanese origins — Presi- 
dent Soekarno having headed 
Japan’s anti-Allied movement, and 
today’s army being at least half 
composed of Japanese-raised and 
trained troops—Van Mook said: 

“Every country in the Far East 
has had some trouble with those 
who learned race prejudice and 


early in March 1942, as Japanese 
tank columns were ripping through | 
the Javanese highlands, I found | 
him more optimistic than then 
and still studiously moderate in 
his attitudes, 

“In a certain sense the Indo- 
nesians are already our allies 
against disaster. Some of their 
leaders realize that if our conflict 
is prolonged, we shall both be 
Swamped together,” he said. 

“About 90 per cent of the people 
on both sides do not see things as 
they really are. Both the Nether- 
lands and Indonesia have been 
shut off from the world by occupy- 
ing enemies. They are prey to all 
kinds of false fears and inhibi- 
tions. Ex-prisoners of war who 
lost everything fighting for the 
Indies, especially, find difficulty 
keeping in step with the times 
and getting their ideas moving.” 

Van Mook found some good even 
in the present period of schismatic 
self-government. 

“Indonesians have now learned 
that they can do for themselves 
more than they ever imagined and 
at the same time have made 
acquaintance with their own limi- 
tations,” he said. “Our prewar 
system was perhaps best for the 
Far East, but we gave them less 
responsibility than they could have 
used. Now, what they want is the 
reassurance that the old days will 
be replaced with more _ self-ad- 
ministration.” 

Views on Government. 

Asked whether he considered 
the Jogjakarta government, which 
is largely hand-operated by Presi- 
dent Soekarno and Premier Soe- 
tano Sjahrir, was representative 
and democratic, Van Mook re- 
flected several moments before re- 
plying. Then he said: “I think 
their government is representative 
of general sentiment. It is not 
representative in the way we 
westerners mean, and sometimes 
it is a little chaotic.”

Harvest and World

Government.

MADRID, Oct. 5 (AP)— 

HE good luck of Generalissmo 
T Francisco Franco is fast be- 

coming proverbial to Spaniards 
as dark clouds seem almost magi- 
cally to turn out silver linings for 
the stocky, 53-year-old leader of 
the Spanish State. 

Last winter, after three succes- 
sive drouth years, Spain’s food 
supplies, especially grains, were at 
their lowest level since the civil 
war. Bread is truly the Spaniard’s 
“staff of life’ and any reduction 
in the bread ration posed a dif- 
ficult step for the Franco govern- 
ment. Most of the world’s ex- 
portable grain supplies were ear- 
marked for war-hit Europe and 
i ae 

Franco opponents abroad were 
marshaling their forces. Talk of 
a general break in diplomatic re- 
lations with the Franco govern- 
ment and even economic sanctions 
were heard in Allied capitals. 


Long Drouth Broken. 


Heavy winter snows and steady 
spring rains broke the three year 
drought and assured a bumper 
wheat harvest. Hidden stocks of 
wheat came out of hiding which, 
added to available imports, made 
a bread ration reduction unnec- 
essary. With the harvest the 
workers’ ration was more than 
doubled. 

In the same months the postwar 
problems more and more occupied 
the world’s diplomatic front and 
possibility ended of any general 
rupture of relations with Spain. 
Poland’s proposal to declare 
Franco Spain . threat to world 
peace and security failed to bring 
action in the United Nations Se- 
curity Council. Big Four meetings 
and the peace conference pushed 
Franco and Spain from the head- 
lines. 

While there is speculation over 
what would have happened had 
not the course of events favored 
Franco there are none who dis- 
count his firm footing within 
Spain. He has the backing of the 
armed forces, the Catholic church 
and the Falange, and the support 
of many of the approximately 3,- 
000,000 Spaniards in the middle 
and upper brackets. He also en- 
joys the full benefits of the propa- 
ganda strength of the nation’s 
newspaper's, radio, magazines, 
books, screen and stage. 


Target of Year of Attack. 


The question “how strong is 
Franco” brings many replies de- 
pending on where the query is put. 
Official and unofficial foreign ob- 
servers have various explanations 
for the fact that Franco is still 
in power after a year of almost 
continuous verbal attack from 
many of the world’s principal cap- 
itals, opposition from a large sec- 
tor of the world press and some 
economic pressure, 


Moreover there are many who 
contend that Franco is more 
firmly entrenched today than at 
anytime since he received leader- 
ship of the “movement” and the 
state from the junta of generals 
at Burgos in 1936. 


Veteran diplomats, whose names 
cannot be used, generally agree 
that nothing less than airtight 
economic sanctions could unseat 
him, Anti-Franco groups concede 
they cannot change the govern- 
ment without foreign help. 

No Yardstick on Opinion. 

Freedom of speech, freedom of 
press, freedom of assembly and 
the ballot box are unknown in 
Spain and there are no accurate 
yardsticks to measure public opin- 
ion. Thus public reaction to the

From the Baltic to the Tatras, | 
from the Curzon line in the East 
to within an hour’s automobile | 
ride from Berlin—for that’s* how 
close Poland’s western borders 
are to the German capital—Polish 
troops, militia and security police 
are joined in a relentless campaign 
against enemies of the Govern- 
ment, 

Most powerful of all the organi- 
zations which Government officials 
term “fascist, anti-democratic, and 
aiming at the overthrow of the 
present regime” is the NSZ 
national armed forces. 

Its operations, which the Gov- 
ernment says run the gamut from 
looting to burning and murder- 
ing, seem to extend into every 
section of Poland. Nearly every 
member of the Government pub- 
licly has ‘blamed Gen. Wladyslaw 
Anders for financing NSZ revolu- 
tionary activity. They say Anders, 
who has refused to lead his Polish 
Army back to Poland from Italy 
and Britain, directs the NSZ 
nerve-center from the “Polish 
center” in the United States Army 
zone of occupation at Regensburg, 
Germany. 
ties deny this, 

Stanislaw Radkiewicz, the 43- 
year-old, hard-hitting Minister of

that in recent trials, NSZ men 
have been accused specifically of 
indulging in terroristic activities 
aimed at the overthrow of the 
regime. 

Role of Mikolajczyk. 

The political aspect of NSZ ac- 
tivities also has been spotlighted 
by the charges of the Ministry of 
Public Security and pro-govern- 
ment newspapers that NSZ has a 
definite connection with the Pole 
ish Peasant party. That party, 
generally regarded as the “oppo~ 
sition” to the Government, is 
headed by Vice-Premier Stanislaw 
Mikolajczyk. 

Mikolajczyk, who categoric 
denies any connection with N 
repeatedly has condemned acts of 
lawlessness. But Radkiewitz says 
that Peasant party identity cards, 
signed by Mikolajczyk, frequently 
are found in the possession of 
NSZ men arrested or ‘killed in 
skirmishes with troops and secur- 
ity police, Mikolajczyk replies that 
these cards were stolen from his 
party headquarters and deliberate- 
ly “planted” by security police, 

Premier Edward Osubka-Mo-

Attacks On Russians, 


While NSZ seems to concentrate 
on looting and robbing trains and 
shooting Polish Government offi- 
cials, security police and Polish 
troops, Jews and Russians also 
are high on the list of those it 
marks for death. 

Polish Jews claim that their 
lives aren’t worth a zloty—and 
that’s one cent in American 
money. There seems to be no 
doubt but that the NSZ resents 
the presence of Russian troops 
in Poland and wants to rid the 
nation of their influence. 

The Government officially has 
said that within the last two 
years more than 15,000 Polish sol- 
diers, officers, members of politi- 
cal parties (particularly the Com- 
munist-backed Workers’ Party

Well-equipped with machine 
guns, tommy guns, rifles, ammuni- 
tion, and even anti-tank guns, the 
NSZ, along with the Armii Kra- 
jowa (AK), Armii Ludowy (AL), 
and similar organizations, played 
prominent roles battling the Ger- 
mans during the occupation, 
Shortly after the provisional gov-

NSZ Grows Stronger. 


But NSZ seems to have gathered 
more strength. Radkiewicz says 
that intelligence agents, saboteurs 
and others working for Gen. An- 
ders are flown into Poland and 
parachuted into forest hideouts to 
maintain: liaison with NSZ lead- 
ers. 

Radkiewicz says that an “out- 
post in Czechoslovakia” is one of 
the taking-off places for Anders’s 
agents and recently announced the 
arrest of a considerable number of 
alleged Anders agents. 

In Warsaw recently, a military 
court sentenced five men and a 
woman to die upon conviction of 
acting as agents for Anders and 
of subversive activities. 

Radkiewicz’s ministry says that 
Anders’s agents appear well- 
equipped with funds, particularly 
American dollars. The ministry 
reported more than $400,000 had 
been taken from these agents or 
active NSZ members within three 
months. 

Radkiewicz’s organization also 
has seized huge supplies of arms 
and ammunition and wiped out 
scores of “terroristic’ bands but 
the battle for internal security 
appears to be far from won. 

No one in Poland seerns to know 
the strength of the NSZ. Presi- 
dent Boleslaw Bierut has esti- 
mated it at 15,000. Other esti- 
mates have run as high as 50,- 
000 to 75,000.

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ALASKANS TO VOTE 
TUESDAY ON ISSUE 


OF STATER OUD 


Will Ballot on Whether 
Not They Favor 


Seeking Admission in 


or 


Union as State.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP)— 
Alaska, purchased from Russia in 
1867 and made a territory in 1912, 
will vote Tuesday on whether it 


wants to enter the union as the} 


49th or 50th state. 

The voters will answer the ques- 
tion: “Are you in favor of state- 
hood for Alaska?” 

The question has been on Alas- 
kan tongues for 30 years. Dur- 
ing those years the proposal grad- 
ually has been gaining adherents 
from the ranks of those who éar- 
lier believed statehood would 
prove too costly for the territory. 

Alaska is now operated by the 
federal government with a legis- 
lature to enact local laws and 
meet local problems but always 
subject to the approval of Con- 
gress. It is represented in Con- 
gress by one non-voting delegate. 

A territories subcommittee of 
the House visited Hawaii and 
Alaska last summer and recom- 
mended approval of statehood for 
Hawaii but withheld approval of 
a@ smaller step for Alaska. 

Congress to Get Bills. 

The full committee did not act 
on the report and when the next 
Congress opens bills will be re- 
introduced to provide statehood 
for Ajaska if the voters approve 
it. Wawaii voted overwhelmingly 
in 1940 in favor of statehood, and 
bills will be introduced to give it 
statehood regardless of how Alas- 
ka votes. 

Even if such bills are enacted 
by Congress, if is a slow process 
to get new states admitted. It 
would take probably three years 
for each territory to adopt a pro- 
posed state constitution. It would 
then have to be approved by the 
voters. 

Alaskans in favor of statehood 
have carried on an intensive cam- 
paign and have received the sup- 
port of Secretary Krug of the 
interior Department. 

President Truman last year 
urged statehood for Hawaii and 
said he would be glad to welcome 
Alaska into the union. 

Delegate Bartlett of Alaska and 
former delegates Wickersham and 
Dimond waged an unceasing fight 
for statehood. Bartlett said: “It 
is inconceivable to me that any 
area, and particularly one which 
is more than twice the size of 
Texas and which is possessed of 
a vast wealth of resources, should 
remain permanently under the 
Stars and Stripes in a condition 
of political servitude.” 

Estimate on Cost. 

Proponents of statehood for 
Alaska say the additional cost of 
statehood for the territory would 
amount to only between $1,000,000 
and $2,000,000. They declare that 
as a state Alaska would get at 
least $10,000,000 in roads under the 
Federal Highway Aid Law, have 
much public land turned over to 
the new state, have control of its 
own fisheries which furnish mil- 
lions of dollars worth of canned 
fish each year, its mining, some 
of its forests and solve its own 
transportation problems. 

In addition, Alaska as a state 
would share in all federal aid pro- 
grams now enjoyed by the states 
oo denied in full to the territor- 

es. 

The present expense of operat- 
ing the territorial government is 
set by Delegate Bartlett at 
$2,750,000 a year. This is met 
through small misceNaneous taxes, 
without imposing a property tax, 
income tax of other forms of rev- 
enue raising used in most of the 
states. 

Bartlett said the only new ex- 
penses statehood would bring to 
the territory would be those now 
met by the Federal Government— 
the cost of a judiciary, a police 
System, care cf the insane and 


the conservation of fish, fur and 


game. 

The territory now is expecting 
an influx of people who wish to 
settle in Alaska, and the propo- 
nents say that it would be easier 
for a state to control the incom- 
ing residents than for the terri- 
tory to do it. They point out that 
the territory now has 85,009 resi- 
dents and that before the war its 
- €xports amounted to $28,000,000 
annually. 

Assail Absentee Interests, 

The proponents charge that the 
proposed statehood is being fought 
by absentee interests, which they 
assert have fought “every exten- 
sion of self government to Alas- 
ka.” They assert that such inter- 
ests center in Washington state 
and Seattle. 

Secretary Krug, during his 
recent trip to Alaska, asked at 
éach of many meetings if those 
in his audience favored statehood. 
In each instance there were af- 
firmative replies and no opposi- 
tion until finally a Texan said 
he was against statehood for the 
territory. 

“Texas would oppose statehood 
for Alaska,” he said, “because it 
would give the union a state big- 
ger than Texas. Make it two or 
three states and we will favor it.” 

The (proponents assert that 
statehood will immediately attract 
settlers to the new state, that it 
will give it an opportunity to de- 
velop its owf agriculture and pro- 
duce an incentiye for the popula- 
tion to develop its great natural 
resources. 

If Congress does approve state- 
hood for Alaska and Hawaii, they 
will be the first new states since 
1912, when New Mexico and Ari- 
. zona became states.

N the surface it is hard to 
quarrel with the Alsops’ mod- 
erate and reasoned piece. 
They are no William C. Bullitt, 
crying for a holy war against the 
Bolshevik Antichrist. They only 
want to call a halt to Soviet ex- 
pansion, so that a “compromise 
between the Soviet system and 
the West” can be achieved. So do 
I. They want a “broad program 
of economic rehabilitation” for the 
world. So do I, They want a 
“working world organization,” in- 
cluding control of atomic energy. 
So do I. They want a “dynamic 
leadership” by America to counter 
the “dynamic force” of the Soviet 
Union. So dolI. They think that 
American liberals should take the 
lead in summoning this dynamic 
leadership. So do I. 

On this level of abstractions, 
then, all is sweetness dnd light be- 
tween us, and one can only say 
“amen.” But, like an _ iceberg, 
nine-tenths of their argument lies 
beneath the surface—most of it in 
phases of the subject they never 
mention, Here is where my dis- 
agreements begin. 

Wallace the Target. 

Although the Alsops conven- 
iently name no specific names in 
their attack on the liberals, I as- 
sume (in the context of other 
writing in a similar vein by them) 
that their principal target is Sec- 
retary Henry A, Wallace. I assume 
they are asking why men 
like Wallace and the Iberals 
who roughly share his world 
view don’t give their militant 
support to the Truman-Byrnes- 
Dulles-Connally-Vandenberg  poli- 
cies. I am not ready to do that 
myself without asking some ques- 
tions, 
For example, has our policy 
toward Spain made any sense in 
terms of democratic dynamism? 
We had a chance to assume world 
leadership in invoking United Na- 
tions sanctions against Franco’s 
regime, We defaulted. When 
Poland asked for a _ worldwide 
rupture of diplomatic relations 
with Franco, we refused to go 
along. Did we suspect Poland's 
motives as part of Russia’s East 
European orbit? I should call that 
irrelevant. Did we fear that 
Franco’s overthrow would give 
Spain's left-wing groups a chance 
to set up a Russia-oriented gov- 
ernment? Given the political com- 
plexion of the Giral Republican 
cabinet, or any other democratic 
caretaker government, I should 
call that a pretty far-fetched fear. 
But when you are dealing with a 
power-politics struggle, no suspi- 
cion is irrelevant and no fear far- 
fetched. I can understand the 
American default on Spain in 
terms of unyielding power politics, 
which is jockeying for position in 
a future war, I cannot understand 
it in terms of democratic dyna- 
mism, Can the Alsops? 

China as Example. 

Let me consider another exam- 
ple—China. There is no question 
that General Marshall and Am- 
bassador Stuart want peace in 
China. There can also be no ques- 
tion that even more than peace 
they want to make certain that 
the Chinese Communist forces do 
not win the upper hand. Hence 
we have a dual policy of both 
striving to bring the two factions 
together and arming Chiang’s

The Al- 
sops want a Yangtze Valley Au- 
thority, which is fine, but the first 
question is the kind of political 
power that would administer it. 
Palestine Situation. 

Let me consider a final example 
—Palestine. On the score of dem- 
ocratic dynamism, higher living 
standards and economic recon- 
struction, the British policy of dis- 
arming the Jews and stopping 
Jewish immigration into Palestine 
is nonsensical. The Jews have a 
functioning economic and politi- 
cal democracy there that stands in 
dramatic .contrast to the feudal 
Arab policies. They have the legal 
and political commitments of a 
succession of British and Ameri- 
can governments. Yet American 
policy on Palestine is slowly, hesi- 
tantly but inevitably moving into 
alignment with the British, and 
only the fear of Jewish anti-Ad- 
ministration votes accounts even 
for the .hesitations. Why? Partly 
because we have stakes in the 
Middle East oil and airline con- 
cessions that are tied to the Arab 
feudal leaders, but mainly be- 
cause we fear the entrance of Rus- 
sian power into the Middle East 
should an Arab uprising against 
the British throw the area into 
turmoil. Again it is the fear of 
Russian power which is the key 
to our actual policy — not “liv- 
ing standards” or a “Jordan Val- 
ley Authority” or “democratic 
dynamism,” Only a few days ago 
I read an article from London by 
Joseph Alsop interpreting the 
whole Palestine problem not in 
terms of justice either to Jews 
or Arabs, nor in terms of democ- 
racy or living standards: but sole- 
ly in terms of the question, “Who 
will control the Middle East? Will 
it be Russia or Britain?” 


Fatal Dilemma, 

I single out these three cases 
because they illustrate the fatal 
dilemma of American foreign pol- 
icy. This is not “occasional mud 
on British and American skirts”— 
it is the main direction of our 
policy. Nor am I “clucking sym- 
pathetically” over Soviet imperial- 
ism. I condemn it, as I condemn 
every other imperialism, The main 
point I am making is the point 
that the Alsops wholly miss, An 
American foreign policy that is 
guided by the fear of Russian 
power must in the end—whatever 
its other pretensions—be guided by 
nothing else. It is bound to throw 
out the window such intangibles 
as justice for the Spanish Re- 
publicans or peace in China or 
elementary decency toward the 
Jews of Palestine or toward the 
refugees of Central Europe. It 
throws them out because once 
you make the obsession with 
Russia your crucial test, nothing 
else counts except to give the 
Russians no possible advantage. 

If you are not naive about the 
clash of power politics you will 
know that there is a_ political 
Gresham's Law operating in it: 
base political motives drive out 
decent political motives. No mat- 
ter how high-minded you may 
be to start with, there is an im- 
mense suction force about power 
politics that draws you imto its 
vortex; and you find yourself in 
the end thinking only of what 
you have to do in order not to be 
at a disadvantage in a potential 
war. That means, in effect, that 
you turn your foreign policy over 
to the General Staffs, with the 
diplomats their puppets and the 
people their victims. 


Russia Baiting Should Not Be Test 
Says Max Lerner 


‘Democratic Dynam- 
ism’ Urged Instead 


of Fears Which Lead 


to Alliances With 
Rightists. 


Does this mean that I advocate 
an acquiescent policy toward Rus- 
sia? It does not, I would no more 
be acquiescent to Russian imperial- 
ism than I would to British. We 
must slap down both, and as de- 
cent Americans we must oppose 


=| American expansionism, too, which 


can operate more subtly and 


i} smugly than the Russian because 


it operates by its economic power 
and by backing the status-quo 
groups. Slap the Russians down 
where they deserve it, but don’t 
make the Spanish Republican 
cause the victim of your Russia- 
obsession, nor the Jewish cause 
in Palestine, nor the anti-Kuomin- 
tang cause in China, nor the mili- 
tant anti-fascist cause in Poland, 
nor the democratic government of 
Czechoslovakia, nor: the Russia- 
oriented anti-fascists in Greece. 
Once you hand your foreign policy 
over to the General Staffs, all 
left-wing movements anywhere in 
the world become suspect because 
they are not deemed as safe in 
the event of a war with Russia as 
the right-wing movements are. 

Make it clear to Russia that 
you will check every imperialist 
aggression of hers, But do not 
for that reason tear the heart out 
of world democracy by dooming 
all left-wing movements because 
they don’t jibe with your cam- 
paign against Russia. 

Anti-Russian Drive. 

This is the basic dilemma of 
liberals who think as the Alsops 
do, They want a “compromise be- 
tween the Soviet system and the 
West,” but in concrete terms they 
seem to know no other way to act 
on the political level except by an 
all-out drive against Russia. They 
want an American democratic 
dynamism, but expect it to emerge 
somehow from a movement so ob- 
sessed with fear of Russia that it 
has been willing to betray the 
democratic cause all over. the 
globe and to support the very 
systems of reactionary power that 
are the greatest enemies of demo- 
cratic dynamism, 


So far from being “realism,” 
it is the utmost political naivete 
to believe that out of the clash of 
two great fear-obsessed powers 
peace will somehow be born; that 
from the working alliances that 
America is forming with rightist 
forces everywhere, liberalism and 
social reconstruction can somehow 
flourish, 


A genuine American liberalism 
can free itself from its past be- 
musement with Russian policy, 
but it will lose its soul if it loses 
itself in the morass of a Russia- 
obsessed foreign policy. I am not 
talking now of the truckling pro- 
Russian servility of the unwaver- 
ing fellow traveler that has 
plagued American liberalism for 
years, That is as distasteful to 
me, and as dangerous to world 
democracy and peace, as the para- 
noid anti-Russian hysteria of 
former Communist believers 
grown disillusioned. I am talking 
of the liberals who know that this 
tortured world is doomed if it 
cannot bring into being a power- 
ful movement that is democratic 
in politics, socialist in economics, 
internationalist: in world terms 
and deeply humanist in its ethics. 


Paralysis of Will. 

These liberals will know that the 
great enemy of America is not 
Russia but the paralysis of will 
which, faced by an impending 
clash of two power systems, thinks 
not of how to avert it, but of how 
to consolidate all forces behind it. 
Refusing to approve of either the 
Soviet system or its policies, they 
will also refuse to make Russia- 
baiting the center and test of their 
liberalism, They will oppose to 
the Communist idea system and 
the Communist political machines, 
not negativist anti-Russian power 
politics, but democracy-in-action, 
in foreign policy as well as do- 
mestic. They will know that an 
interval of peace purchased by our 
superior force and toughness will 
not last, and that the “compro- 
mise” between Russia and the 
West can come only if we back 
up the sort of democratic and 
socialist movements which embody 
the synthesis of both systems. 

The liberals, God save them, 
have been guilty of enough fool- 
ishness in the past without snuff- 
ing out now the flickering candle 
of what reason is left in the world.

TRUMAN LESS 
FRIENDLY AT tid 
PRESS MEETING 


President Indicates He 
Feels ‘the Facts’ Have 
Been Getting Rough 
Treatment. 


By DORIS FLEESON 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5—A new 
Truman was unveiled at his latest 
press conference. When the re- 
porters filed in, the President had 
before him a typewritten state- 
ment covering his position on Re- 
conversion Director Steelman’s 
report asserting that runaway 
prices carry the threat of a de- 
pression. He said rather grimly 
that he wanted to present the 
facts, that in handling this matter 
the press ought to stick to the 
facts and these were the facts, 

It was not very difficult to 
grasp that the President felt “the 
facts” had been getting rather 
rough treatment lately so far as 
he was concerned. Some sharp 
skirmishing about the meat situ- 
ation and whether it would be bet- 
ter or worse confirmed this im- 
pression. 

This initial dash of cold water 
was followed by a steady hosing 
of “no comment” or “see the other 
fellow.” After six such replies it 
became obvious the conference 
was getting nowhere fast and it 
was terminated with unusual 
speed. 

Although it has been clear for 
a long time that the President 
could not handle a press confer- 
ence with the flexible resourceful- 
ness which produces news yet 
leaves him in the clear on contro- 
versial subjects, it still comes as 
a shock when Truman gets curt. 
Normally he is so friendly, so talk- 
ative in the folksy manner of his 
Missouri background, He likes 
give-and-take and he has resisted, 
up to now, repeated efforts by 
some of his advisers to sell him 
the Coolidgean manner. 


Truman has rejected also their 
suggestion that he see the press 
only when he has something to 
say, instead of:on regular sched- 
ule, That schedule has been cut 
from the Roosevelt twice-a-week, 
Tuesday and Friday, to one day 
a week announced only a day in 
advance, But he has rarely 
skipped it. One week it is held 
in the morning for the afternoon 
papers, the next in .the afternoon 
so the morning papers get the 
break, 

Truman will not hear of the 
written questions idea. That, he 
thinks, would be an admission of 
defeat, and he won’t make it. 


His most immediate and acute 
problem in public relations is not, 
however, his press conferences, but 
those campaign speeches he prom- 
ised to make in various states. 
The truth is neither the candi- 
dates who asked for his help nor 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee are entirely sure campaign 
speeches right now by Truman 
would have the desired effect. 

Between public wrath over the 
meat shortage and left-wing ire 
over the Wallace break they can’t 
be certain what reception he might 
get in the large cities of New 
York, Boston, Hartford and Phila- 
delphia, which were on his tenta- 
tive itinerary. National Demo- 
cratic Chairman Hannegan’s pres- 
ent version is that “the idea hasn't 
been abandoned.” 

A probable solution is for the 
President to make one or more 
political speeches by radio from 
the White House. It can’t then 
be charged that he feared to get 
into the campaign but the hazards 
of a personal appearance amid 
touchy crowds would be avoided. 


90,000 JOIN ARMY IN MONTH 
TO BEAT DEADLINE IN G.I. BILL 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP)— 
Recruiting reports indicated today 
50,000 or more volunteers joined 
the Army in September in a rush 
to get under today’s deadline for 
full educational benefits of the 
G.I. Bill of Rights. For planning 
purposes, the War Department 
had figured on only 25,000, 

Under legislation approved a 
year ago, men from 17 to 34 years 
old, enlisting on or. before Oct. 5 
for three years qualify for all 
educational benefits on completion 
of their service. After today, bene- 
fits depend on the date eventual- 
ly set for the official end of the 
war. 

Volunteer enlistments numbered 
37,925 in the first three weeks of 
September. Officials said incom- 
plete reports. indicated the _ up- 
surge had continued to the largest 
total since June, 

Up to Sept. 21, the Army had re- 
ceived 968,823 volunteers since its 
intensive recruiting drive started 
last fall. This is the largest vol- 
unteer fotce on record.

Plan to Hide Wealth for New War 


Reports From Economic ‘Spies’ Lead to 
Search for System Explaining Flight 
of Money to Safer Lands.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP) — 
Halfway through the war, a rou- 
tine strategy meeting was called 
here to discuss the reports coming 
in from a new kind of interna- 
tional “spy” the United States had 
developed. 

The conferees sat: down to piece 
together sheafs of 
from a dozen countries. Suddenly 
one of the men pounded the table: 
“There's got to be a German mas- 
ter plan, Too many stories are 
alike.” 

Those cablegrams told of the 
flight of German wealth from the 
Reich to hide-outs all over the 
world. That hidden German 
wealth is now estimated at two 
billion dollars. It may go higher. 

The minute the Yanks invaded 
Germany the hunt was on for 
some paper that would prove 
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there was a master plan for this.

That master plan was found this 
summer. There is now a copy in 
the State Department. It ties in

The plan was dated Sept. 9, 1939. 
Just eight days after the Germans 
invaded Poland, they were hedg- 
ing against defeat. 

Now it’s up to these spies to 
uncover that wealth and keep it 
out of German hands. Their 
toughest job lies ahead in the 
next five years. 

These men started their work in 
1940. At that time the Allies, with 
the aid of the then still peaceful 
United States, began to prevent 
German buying of strategic ma- 
terials, Their job was to trace the 
stealthy movement of goods, 
money and credit across interna- 
tional borders. 

After D-day the job shifted. The 
sleuths discovered German money 
was in full flight from the Reich 
—seeking “safe haven.” Their job 
of tracing it became known, in 
code, as the “safe haven program. 

Examples of System, 

The work, now under the State 
Department, is inconceivably dif- 
ficult. The Germans dreamed up 
devious way to hide their wealth 
so that, when and if it returns 
to Germany, it will leok like a 
normal business transaction. Here 
are some of the ways: 


1. The two-price system. Say 


Germans sold out foreign busi- 
nesses to friends with neutral citi- 
zenship who pledged secretly to 
sell back. Most such agreements 
show that the Germans thought 
they would be safe by five years 
after the war. That would be 1950. 

Why can Germans trust such 
secret pledges? The State De- 
partment reasons that everyone 
involved believes in Fascism and 
will honor his promises in the 
hope of a third world war and a 
Fascist world, 


But “cloaking” is hard to prove. 
An American concern might be 
owned hal!-and-half by an Ameri- 
can-German family and a Ham- 
burg family. Say that when World 
War I started the Americans 
bought out the Germans, In the 
'20s the Americans sold back.

Legally the Germans can 
now draw on them, State Depart- 
ment experts point out that it 
must always be remembered that 
a German business can never be 
divorced from the German govern- 
ment. 

4. Real Estate. Surprising 
amounts of money left Germany 
to buy up good farm land, partic- 
ularly in South America, at the 
war's end. 

Hidden brains. Germans hid 
out their scientists in this man- 
ner: “Telefunken,” a large Ger- 
man electrical concern back in ‘43 
bought a big plant in a neutral 


jcountry, The plant was enlarged 


and staffed with Germans. It now 
does research in intricate short 
wave radio and tone frequency. 
Those Germans have a “safe” 
haven where their skills could 
grow for World War III. 


Hidden Equipment. 


6. Hidden equipment. In "45 
Germans sent equipment to an 
aircraft repair shop in a neutral 
country—not what was ordered, 
| but five times as much, The 
stuff is still crated. 


7. Cloaked bank accounts. This 
is the most complicated.

[How ‘Blue Baby’ Was Saved| 
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French Boy Cured as Result of Successful Taussig-Blalock Operation

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 5 

HIS is the story of the 

French “blue baby,” Jean 

Michel Deville, and how his 
life was saved by an obscure 
paragraph buried in a newspa- 
per. 

It is the story of courageous 
parents, a sum of money, an 
airplane trip and the Taussig- 
Blalock operation at Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital here. 

It begins six years ago in the 
small town of Souellac in cen- 
tral France when a vocational 
school teacher and his wife 
first became aware that their 
one-year-old son was very ill. 

Souellac is a small town— 
population 3109 — and its only 
physician was unable to diag- 
nose the child’s illness. He 
could do nothing to ease the 
labored breathing or, at times, 
panting gasps. 

So, gathering their meager 
savings together, the parents 
took the child first to Toulouse, 
the nearest city of any size, 
and then to Paris. 

However, the “blue baby” 
diagnosis was obscure at the 
time; its cure entirely unknown 
and the trouble of little Jean 
was attributed to a brain tumor. 

Then—it was 1940—the Ger- 
mans came and Charles Deville, 
together with his wife and 
baby, fled Paris to return to 
their home in Souellac. There 
they lived through the war, sav- 
ing their francs, and praying, 
while little Jean grew thinner 
and weaker. 


Eventually the local physician 
noticed the characteristic blue 
tinge on his lips and fingers— 
Jean was a “blue baby” who 
might live a year, three years, 
perhaps six years. 

Soon thereafter paralysis of 
Jean’s right side developed. 
Deville and his wife, who had 
taken a job as clerk in the local 
office of the French electric 
syndicate, wrapped the baby in 
cotton, spent the last of their 
savings and continued their 
prayers. 

Then t December, when 
Jean was little more than a 
skeleton of flesh and bones, a 
neighbor brought the Devilles 
a clipping from the provincial 
paper “La Republique Du Sud- 
Ouest,” printed in Toulouse. 
The clipping was just a filler, 
reading: 


“Thanks to an operation be- 
ing performed by the great Dr. 
Blalock at the Hopkins hospital 
in Baltimore, U. S. A., there is 
hope for blue babies. It is said 
that 80 per cent ar@ recovcr- 
ing.” 

Deville and his neighbors 
combed the big Paris news- 
papers but there was nothing 
in them about blue babies. 
Nevertheless, Deville wrote to 
Dr. Blalock asking for informa- 
tion. 

Dr. Blalock replied immedi- 
ately, telling the father to for- 
ward a blood count, an X-ray 
of the boy’s heart and the re- 
port of the local physician. 

Because he had no money 
and because travel for the deli- 
cate child, now almost 7, was 
impossible, Deville waited, cast- 
ing about for a plan of action. 

Meantime, the child’s mother 
submitted the case to the 
Caisse Des Secoursmutuels 
(mutual assistance fund) of the 
nationalized electric company. 
Because it was an unusual case, 
the board of directors voted to 
advance 500,000 francs ($4000). 

Immediately, Deville wrote 
the Baltimore hospital giving 
the required information. A 
hopeful answer came back and,

and son began their journey in 
the middle of August, 

They flew from Paris to New 
York, taking an oxygen tent 
along lest the child's breathing 
become too belabored. How- 
ever, Jean stood the trip well 
and the tent proved unneces- 
sary. 

After a short train trip from 
New York to Baltimore the 
emaciated child was admitted 
to the hospital for final tests 
preparatory to the operation, 
The father took a: room nearby. 

It was then that Monsieur 
Deville learned the full story 
behind the little story in his 
French newspaper. 

x * 

HE operation so successful- 

ly performed by Dr. Alfred 

Blalock, chief surgeon at 
the hospital, was known as the 
Taussig-Blalock operation and 
its technique had been perfect- 
ed by joint efforts of the sur- 
geon and Dr. Helen B. Taussig, 
head of the children‘s cardiac 
clinic. 

First performed Nov. 22, 1944, 
the operation since has given 
new life to hundreds of “blue 
babies” -~ children suffering 
from an oxygen deficiency 
caused by improper circulation 
to the heart. 

Monsieur Deville learned that 
each of the two doctors gives 
credit to. the other. Dr, Taus- 
sig is praised for first learning 
why the babies were blue, Dr. 
Blalock for his skillful opera- 
tion on the heart itself. 

He learned that when Jean 
went on the operating table, 
the doctors would sever the 
subclavian branch or some 
other large branch of the aorta. 
The flow of blood in one of the 
two branches of the pulmonary 
artery which levels to the lungs 
would then be checked. 

This artery is opened in turn 
and the mouth of the _ sub- 
clavian artery sewed into the 
side of the vessel. 

Thus the defective blood ves- 
sel has been bypassed afd an 
auxiliary supply of blood sent, 


by a new route, into the lungs. 
The body is then forced to set 
up new channels to supply its 
parts previously fed by the 
severed artery but it is capable 
of this, P 


The daughter of the late 
Frank W. Taussig, famous 
economist and Harvard profes- 
sor, Dr. Taussig is the grand- 
daughter of Dr. William Taus- 
sig for whom the William Taus- 
sig school in St. Louis is named. 


She is prone to belittle her 
work in connection with blue 
babies and at present is par- 
ticularly interested in check- 
ing rheumatic fever. 


“It is my belief,” she has 
said on the question, “that we 
can do as much to alter the 
course of rheumatic fever as 
we have done in arresting 
tuberculosis during this cen- 
tury.” 

Her interest in the heart 
stems from the advice of Dr. 
Alexander Begg, Dean of the 
Boston Medical School, who 
told her in 1920 that “it won't 
do you any harm to get inter- 
ested in one of the major 
organs of the body.” 

Dr. Taussig selected the 
heart and has been studying it 
ever since. Dr. Blalock, a na- 
tive of Culloden, Ga., and the 
author of many papers on sur- 
gical methods, is a hard-work- 
ing doctor who seldom takes 
vacations. He is just as retir- 
ing as Dr. Taussig regarding 
his part in the blue baby cure. 


While Monsieur Deville 
learned the background of the 
operation and watched prepar- 
ations, little Jean became, for 
the moment, the star patient of 
the Harriet Lane Clinic. 

Language difficulties were 
quickly overcome when Dr. 
Danee Portray, a Belgian ped- 
iatrician now studying at the 
Hopkins, helped out to inter- 
pret the child’s wants. Then 
a French nurse now on govern- 
ment scholarship here, was 
summoned. 

A few days after being ad-

mitted to the hospital — on 
August 23—Jean was wheeled 
into the operating room for the 
tedious operation. 


The operation was entirely 
successful. Two days later, 
color began to return to the 
boy’s lips—he was still very 
weak, but a blue baby no 
longer. 
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HERE followed a month of 

convalescence during which 

the father sat beside his 
child’s bed smiling shyly at the 
American nurses who were s0 
kind to his young son. 


His knowledge of English as 
limited as that of his son, the 
prematurely gray man was 
happy as the nurses stopped at 
the bed to say: 


“Hi, there, 
tricks?” 

“Okay,” Jean replied, proudly 
utilizing his one-word vocabu- 
lary. 

Exactly one month after the 
operation—on Sept. 23 — Jean 
was discharged from the hos- 
pital as completely cured, He 
is still thin and underweight 
but doctors are confident that 
it will not be long before he is 
in all ways normal, 

To insure this, Jean and his 
father will remain in the sub- 
urbs of Baltimore where Jean 
can play out of doors and grow 
healthy on a normal diet of 
good American food. He will 
return to the hospital for week- 
ly checkups, 

The trip has been expensive 
for the French school teacher. 
Although the operation itself 
was not an item, the cost of 
living in America for more 
than a month and the cost of 
the flight has bitten deeply into 
the grant of 500,000 francs. 


But soon—in fact, in time for 
Christmas—the little French 
school teacher and his son will 
will return to Souellac, to 
Madame Deville and to a little 
brother, born in July. 

The future for them is bright.

It wasn’t an hour ago, indeed, that a Greek explained to me that 
Greeks are abstemious by habit and preference, 

“We don't eat much,” was the way he put it, 

Well, they don’t. 
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IT ISN’T that the cafe menus are limited, either. Over on the 
French-English side you can find dozens of dishes listed in a way to 
make your mouth water. Nor is the menu kidding. Order any of 
these succulent offerings and the waiter promptly delivers it. Only 
you'd better bring your own jeweler‘'s magnifying glass, 

Except for one thing, indeed, I would guess that the poorest risk 
for a bank loan in Athens is a cafe. The prices make the differenag 

Today, for example, I grew sufficiently desperate not to care what 
the moderate Athenians thought of gluttony. I ordered the following 
man-size breakfast and got it despite the waiter’s open disbelief: 
cantaloupe, toast, two fried eggs, smidgin of ham and coffee. The 
bill came to 17,000 drachma, which translates very easily into $3 
American. 

The Greeks may not be starving, but the brindle cat that haunts 
the corner cafe is—and so am I.

And to His Congressman, at That—Gets Answers by the Hundreds

GRANTSBURG, Wis., Oct. 5— 
ARIER THAN ever of wom- 
W en, farmer Arthur Birnsteng- 
el nevertheless is still search- 
ing for a wife. He wants to get 
one lined up before winter sets 
in, but he’s raising his standards, 
in view of certain recent compli- 
cations, and the paper work in- 
volved in going through hundreds 
of letters from lonesome women 
is somewhat staggering. 
Birnstengel, 44 and divorced by 


two wives already, started the 
search for his third one by writ- 


‘ing to his congressman, The con- 


gressman told the press, and the 
public took it up from there. 

That was a little more than a 
year ago. Since that time Birn- 
stengel has received almost 3000 
letters from would-be wives and 
advice seekers and the letters are 
still coming in. 


Not long ago he thought he had 
made a decision, only to have the 
situation further complicated by 
a Maryland woman, one of his 
Many correspondents, who com- 
plained to postal authorities that 
he had written her an indecent let- 
ter. Currently he is running his 
farm and carrying on his wife 
hunt while under $500 bail. 

“That’s why I’m more careful 
than ever about the woman I 
want to marry,” Birnstengel said. 
“You just can’t trust some women. 
I don’t understand it. There wasn’t 
on bad in the letter I sent 

er.” 

As a result of his experiences 
Birnstengel has become a mighty 
particular wife-seeker and a high- 
ly discriminating critic of mash 
notes, 
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E will not answer, for instance, 
a letter from any woman who 
gets a pension (“pensioners are 
no good¥); who signs Miss or Mrs. 
in front of her hame (“just a plain 
first name is the way it should 
be”); who gave a gertieral delivery 


address (“you can’t trust ‘em”); - 


who writes her letter on a type- 
writer (“if she can’t write by hand 
she’s no good"); or who is 
“churchy” (“she’d have you in a 
church every Sunday”). 

When he gets a letter from a 
woman who interests him, however 
—one who seems healthy enough 
and willing to milk 14 cows, take 
care of his six-year-old son, Arnie, 
do a few farm chores, be a pleas- 
ant companion and not mind soli- 
tude—Birnstengel sends a reply. 


“You can’t tell a thing from the 
first letter, though,” he says. “A 
woman will lie. It usually shows 
up in the second letter. She trips 
herself up.” 

Answering even the most prom- 
ising letters is a task. “I can’t 
write off a letter fast like some 
people,” Birnstengel says. “I got 
to think a little. Sometimes it 
— a whole evening for one let- 
er.” 

Men write to Birnstengel too. 
Mostly they are widowers and 
want the names and addresses of 
his left-over prospects. At least 
50 have written him for the ad- 
dress of a widow who said she had 
an income of $425 a month. @ne 
of them was a college professor, 
too, Birnstengel said. 


The piles of letters are strewn 
rather carelessly about the com- 
bined living room and bedroom 
of the plumbingless, rugless farm 
home where Birnstengel and his 
son live. By way of classification 
he has penciled on the envelopes 
such comments as: “she gives or- 
ders,” “sounds good—ans.,” “a 
man looking for a wife,” “bawling 
out—no sense of humor,” “wants 
a job,” “a blank.” 

Some of the letters he says he 
has read a half dozen times. He

thambs through the pile and with- 
out referring to the contents 
makes comments such as, “here’sa 
good one, but she’s a smoker,” or, 
“now here’s a nice girl, but she’s 
too thin.” He rejected another be- 
cause he didn’t like the woman’s 
ankles; another seemed to have 
all the qualifications but he didn’t 
like the “tone” of her letter, 

Birnstengel has set 28 to 42 as 
the minimum and maximum ages. 
He seems doubtful when they get 
around 40, though. Others have 
come from 15-year-old girls and 
women in their 80s. Many ask 
him to send money go they can 
come and see him. One woman 
wanted transportation for her cow 
also. Some ask him to visit them. 

“They got to come see me,” 
Birnstengel insists. “I can’t leave 
the farm and besides I'd think a 
woman would want to see what 
she was getting into.” 

Two women tried visiting him. 
One was from Tennessee, “She 
was a little snip,” said Birnstengel. 
“Tried to move right in and take 
over, like a squatter. I got rid of 
her.” Another drove from Cali- 
fornia. “Didn’t have no suitcase 
or nothing,” he said. “‘Looked like 
a tramp. I didn’t even let her 
light in the house.” 

Birnstengel’s farm, which is 12 
miles from the nearest town, is 


a lonely place. “You can’t see a 
single light from here at night.” 
That’s why his first two wives 
departed. He’s had housekeepers 
since then, but they wanted to 
marry him, One wasted food and 
another was “the worst gravy- 
burner” he ever saw. 


Birnstengel was disappointed by 
one correspondent whose letter he 
had taken the trouble to answer. 
She had written: “Unfortunately 
I lost my teeth a few years back, 
but if you don’t look too close you 
don’t notice the difference (and 
they don’t click much). I am get- 
ting a better set now. I paid $150 
for them.” She also spoke of 
$2000 in savings. 
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IRNSTENGEL said he liked 

her frankness and spent the 

whole evening of the Fourth of 
July writing her a reply. He told 
her of his sad experiences with 
housekeepers. “One burnt every- 
thing—coffee nerves — butter fin- 
gers—broke almost every dish in 
the house and on top of that had 
& mean temper and a barroom vo- 
cabulary—swore like a mule skin- 
ner.” 

He went on to say, “there's 
plenty of work here but it’s not 
too bad. Work is good for a per- 
son. If it’s sandwiched with love, 


it’s like play. ... About the store 
teeth, that’s okay. ... Think you 
could make it forever and a day?” 

The letter came back marked 
“opened by mistake—no such per- 
son at this address.” 

Birnstengel is now a torn man. 
Time is of the essence. Just the 
other night a frost ruined some of 
his corn and tomatoes. “If I'd 
had a woman around to help me, 
some of it might have been 
saved.” 


At the same time his experti- 
ences with the women to whom 
he has written have caused him 
to raise his standards and his 
brush with the law has made him 
wary, 


Two weeks ago he thought his 
Search had ended. “I had been 
writing back and forth with a 
woman from Hamilton, Ohio,” he 
said, “and she sounded like a pret- 
ty good woman, One day she sent 
me a telegram saying she was 
coming here. Then I got a letter 
from her saying she was a pen- 
sioner, That let her out. Pen- 
sioners are no good. They get 
that money and all they want to 
do is set around and you can’t 
get any work out of them.” 

Birnstengel shuffled through the 
pile of letters as though he might 
draw a winner, but his heart 
wasn't in it. 


Autumn Fishing 


By Leonard Hall 


In Current River 


for two. days last week, driv- 

ing down to Ellington where 
Don Neely went out to Powder 
Mill with us and took the car back 
in to town. The canoe was stored 
there under Bill Smith’s porch and 
it took a matter of minutes to 
carry it down to the water’s edge 
beside the ferry, unload our 
duffle from the car, change into 
fishing clothes and set up the 
rods. They’ve had no rain down 
there since the big high water 
in August and the river is “gin 
clear,” so that you can see the 
bottom in 18 to 20 feet. This is 
always hard on the fishing in a 
big stream and at this time of 
year. The canoe casts a shadow 
on the river bottom and, since the 
large bass are most likely to 
be in the deep, still holes, you get 
in just about one good cast at the 
head of the pool before every fish 
in there has seen you and headed 
for shelter under his favorite 
boulder. But Leon had a lure he 
was sure would do the trick and, 
as things worked out, it did take 
more fish than my fly-rod. But 
I’m still thinking that this may 
have been because we fished it 
harder, 


W:. FISHED the Current River 
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What Leon had done was to 


take a big yellow streamer fly 
with a No. 3 spinner ahead of it 
and a strip of pork-rind behind it. 
This was attached to a _ short 
length of leader which had a fair- 
ly heavy sinker fastened to it, 
about 10 inches above the fly. 
The whole rig was then fished 
from a bait casting rod and it 
had the advantage of sinking deep 
down among the rocky ledges to 
the point where we figured the 
bass would be. The only trouble was 
that no matter how deep the water, 
the fish could still see the boat 
as soon as it floated into a pool. 
There’s no doubt that if the 
water had been just a shade 
cloudy, we'd have taken more 
fish than we did with this out- 
fit, for the bass took to it. And 
what’s more, we could see them. 


Generally the big fellows were 
lying well out from shore, under 
some rock ledge or the tip end 
of an old snag. : 
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We caught plenty of bass, as 
a matter of fact, but most of 
them were small, We'd take one 
or two of these little fellows each 
time we came down through a 
sunny chute or gravel run, where 
the sun and the fast motion of 
the water made it impossible for 
the fish to see us. In this water, 
of course, the fly rod proved just 
about as effective as the deep- 
running lure on the casting rod. 
Here again the yellow lure got 
more strikes and I fished it 
deep, using a couple of split shot 
to carry the fly down, At least, 
we caught many fish which we 
could release uninjured and just 
enough legal sized bass to make 
a good mess to bring home, That 
is, all but one, for Leon lured one 
old grandpa up out of the depths 
and we added him to our creel. 

The weather at this time of year 
in the deep Ozarks was perfect. 
Being the middle of the week 
there were no fishermen on the 
river — although now and then 
we could hear some farmer cut- 
ting logs in the woods or plow- 
ing in the narrow bottom fields 
for wheat. The trees on the hill- 


sides and atop the high bluffs are 
just starting to turn and in an- 
other ten days the color will be 
beyond description. Along toward 
noon each day, the sun grew 
warm, but when we made our 
night camp in a small sheltered 
cove on a high gravel bar and 
the sun went down behind the 
high bluff, there was an immedi- 
ate chill in the air. But we 
dragged in a big pile of dry drift 
wood for a campfire after sup- 
per, got ourselves into dry clothes, 
set the coffee kettle to boiling 
and were happy. And later, after 
the fire had burned down and 
we'd gone to bed under enough 
cover to keep a company of Al- 
pine troops warm, we lay and 
marveled at the countless stars 
in the great bowl of sky over- 
head, 


I think the most interesting 
part of this trip for us both was 
in seeing the great number of 
ducks on the river. As we'd drop 
down through some long hole of 
water, we'd watch the head of 
the gravel bar flanking the next 
chute, On almost every one of 
them, there would be a band of 
teal or sprig, sitting in the bright 
sunlight and sleeping or preening 
their feathers. We would hold the 
paddle still, stop fishing and let 
the canoe drift along slowly. At 


last the ducks would take alarm 
and climb into the air with a 
great splattering and beating of 
wings, oftener than not to fly 
straight upstream over us within 
easy range. Then they’d circle 
and come back over us again, 
make a short flight downstream 
and finally end up back on the 
bar from which they’d gotten up 
in the first place. They were 
beautiful to watch, as are all wild 
waterfowl in flight, and we could 
not help wishing that the season 
were open. But by the time it 
does, those ducks will have pulled 
out for Reelfoot or the Arkansas 
prairie, and whether they’ll be fol- 
lowed on the river by the big 
ducks is always problematical. 
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I'm sure we saw an unusual 
number of the big Indian hens or 
pileated woodpeckers on this trip 
and once, while we were eating 
lunch, a loon appeared in the deep 
hole of water beside us. This is 
the only one of these I’ve seen 
on Current River for several 
years, Another interesting sight 
was a big flock of pblue-jays 
which crossed the river early in 
the morning. There must have 
been 200 of them — more than I’d 
ever seen in one flock before—and 
they called back and forth musi- 
cally as they 
doubt about it — there are more 
quail in the Ozark counties this 
autumn than for several seasons. 
Some of them are in inaccessible 
spots where in all probability no 
hunter will even see them this 
autumn. 


We stopped for the night at the 
new farm on the way home be- 
fore driving into town early next 
morning. And when we got up just 
after daylight, the liquid covey 
call of the Bob Whites was echo- 
ing back and forth between two 
covies on opposite sides of the 
front yard. There are quail in our 
new valley — and I expect their 
tribe to increase each season, in 
harmony with the increased fer- 
tility of that land, 
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flew. There's no 


is a student in one of our Chi- 
cago theological seminaries. 

“To help defray my expenses, I 
handle a small church about 75 
miles from Chicago,” he said, “I 
spend the weekends there.

“Dr. Crane, what do you think 
is best regarding this matter? 
Should we have fewer hymns but 
select those which are widely 
known ong the members of the 
congregation, or should we try to 
teach new songs? 
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. VIEWED PURELY from the 
angle of the speaker or clergyman, 
an attempt should be made to 
elicit immediate and widespread 
participation in the hymns and 
ritual. 

A congregation that is only half- 
heartedly singing, is what we call 
in psychology a “cold” audience. 
It is much more difficult for the 
speaker to influence such a con- 
gregation. And since the modern 
clergyman has only 20 to 30 min- 
utes for his sermon, he deserves 
full co-operation in order to regis- 
ter his maximum effect. The chief 
psychological functions of church 
music are to prepare the congre- 
gation so that it is in the most 
receptive mood possible for the 
clergyman’s sermon. 


In the first place, when all are 
singing the same hymn, they feel 
a sense of social unity. They are 
co-operative, unified in their be- 
havior or “polarized.” And a con- 
gregation must be unified in ac- 
tion, as well as polarized in 
thought, In order to be success- 
fully motivated by a speaker. 


In the second place, music re- 
arouses former emotions. If we 
have repeatedly sung the same 
hymns all our lives in the church 
situation, then our past emotional 
memories become resurrected. We 
begin to feel more reverent and 
unselfish. 


The old, familiar tunes are ob- 
viously clothed with hundreds of 
emotional memories. Our petty, 
mundane worries about house- 
hold or business affairs, soon be- 
come submerged in this avalanche 
of resurrected emotions. Momen- 
tarily, therefore, we tear ourselves 
away from our narrow daily realm 
and feel exalted, ennobled, infinite 
instead of finite. This is one of the 
greatest values of ritual and famil- 
iar hymns, 
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IN THE SUNDAY SCBROOL, 
new music may very properly be

introduced to children, for this is 
a “school” situation where they 
are expecting to learn. Even then, 
it is wise to offer them a little 
story concerning the origin of the 
music now being presented fer 
the first time. Give a dramatic 
biography of the composer and 
laud the idealism of the thought 
expressed so that these beautiful 
ideas will forever become attached 
to the music. 

But in the church auditorium 
or in an adult Sunday School class 
do not try to teach new hymns, 
else the parishioners will stand 
glumly watching their neighbors 
or whispering about the poor taste 
in picking such difficult tunes. 

Select hymns which are familiar 
and which, therefore, elicit im- 
mediate singing on the part of all. 

Since men can seldom sing soft- 
ly, encourage volume and pick old- 
time favorites, such as those rated 
tops in polls of the service men 
during ethe recent war. 
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ANDREW V. is to be ¢om- 
mended for bringing his problem 
out in the open to me. Too often 
young preachers without much ex- 
perience are inclined to be stiff 
necked about church music, That 
is why, .sometimes, when the 
young assistant pastor is in charge 
of the morning service for three 
or four weeks in mid-summer, 
with congregations at their smali- 
est, he selects tunes that cause 
even the professional quartet in 
the choir loft to stumble. He just 
doesn’t know any better. It’s the 
big preacher, the psychologist, 
who calls for “All Hail the Power 
of Jesus’ Name,” “Jesus Keep Me 
Near the Cross,” etc. 

One other point: A preacher 
who has been through the mill 
knows more about selecting 
hymns than the professional organ- 
ist-choir director, who looks upon 
his work as just another paid job. 
This type organist doesn’t have 
the “feel,” the background, to 
make the right selection of hymns.

Town of Peshtigo Burned Same Day as Chicago Fire, With Much Greater Loss of Life

MARINETTE, Wis., Oct, 5 


N MONDAY, Oct, 9, 1871, Big 

John Mulligan, foreman of a 

lumber gang at Peshtigo, Wis., 
arrived on foot in this town of 
Marinette, seven miles to the 
north. His eyes were hollow and 
staring.. His face and hands were 
covered with charcoal streaks. His 
clothing smelled of burnt wood. 
He dragged himself to the office 
of Isaac Stephenson who headed 
the Peshtigo Lumber Co. 

“Please,” Mulligan cried, “do you 
have something for the people of 
Peshtigo?” 

“Why—what happened at Pesh- 
tigo?” Stephenson asked. 

“You don’t know?” Mulligan re- 
turned in a half daze, “Peshtigo 
is destroyed ... Fire... Nota 
stick remains and its people are 
lying dead in the streets!” 

The Peshtigo disaster occurred 
on the same day—and at the same 
hour—as the famous fire which 
burnt out the heart of Chicago 
and left 250 of its citizens dead. 
Chicago’s disaster went down in 
history as “The Great Fire of 
1871.” 

But little was written about the 
other great fire of that same year 
which was one of the hottest 
blazes of all time and which 
caused three times as much hu- 
man misery as Chicago’s calamity. 

On Oct, 8, 1871, Peshtigo was a 
robust community of 2000 in Wis- 
consin’s densely forested bay-shore 
area. The principal industry was 
an immense woodenware factory 
located on the east side of the 
Peshtigo River which bisected the 
town. Several lumber and grist 
mills, a sash and door factory, a 
foundry and 15 stores and hotels 
made up the remaining business 
of the town. There were about 
350 homes on both sides of the 
river, 

That was the picture on Sunday 
afternoon. 

On Monday morning not a build- 
ing remained. It was difficult to 


tell where the streets had been.- 


More than 600 people were dead. 
The thick forest, once the pride 
and support of the community, 
had become a blackened, smoking 
wasteland stretching as far as the 
eye could see. 

The Peshtigo fire was unlike any 
previous conflagration. Sweeping 
in on a high, twisting wind, it en- 
gulfed the whole town before most 
of the residents were aware of 
the danger. The first warning sign, 
which appeared shortly after dark, 
was an angry red glow in the 
southern sky. Within minutes 
there followed a terrifying sound 
like the rumbling of thunder, 
caused by the explosion of meth- 
ane gas produced from superheat- 
ed wood and marshes. 

The atmosphere quickly grew 
unbearably warm and then, with 
another loud explosion, the town 
was enveloped by a rush of air as 
hot as though it has issued from 
a blast furnace. A tornado ushered 
the flames into the village, whip- 
ping suddenly upon the hapless 
people who had begun to run for 
the river, 

The wind lifted the roofs off 
houses, toppled chimneys and 
showered the town with hot sand 
and live coals. The shrieks of 
men, women and children were 
scarcely audible above the roar of 
the twister and the rumble of ex- 
ploding gas and crashing timber. 
Buildings were now bursting into 
flame from cellar to roof with one 
puff. In less than an hour the en- 
tire village was afire on both sides 
of the river. People were struck 
dumb with terror, seeing nothing 
but fire overhead and on all sides. 

Air at head level was searing 
hot. Those struggling to reach

the river threw themselves down 
every few steps and drew gasps of 
air from close to the soil where 
it was a little cooler, Occasionally 
whole families were snuffed out, 
collapsing in a heap in the street. 

Fleeing people converged in a 
whirl of humans, horses and 
wagons on the main street that 
led to the river bridge. Pedes- 
trians and carts crashed against 
each other. A dozen people were 
trampled to death before the hot 
breath of the fire touched them, 


x * * 


OLUNTEER firemen succeed- 
Vea in getting a hose going, but 

it was consumed by fire im- 
mediately. The river bridge was a 
scene of bedlam. People on the east 
side sought safety on the west; and 
those on the est thought the 
only escape was to reach the east 
bank, They met on the bridge, 
which soon burst into flames and 
collapsed, throwing its burden of 
wagons, horses and humans into 
the river. 

Some victims barely reached the 
river's edge when their clothing 
burst into flame. Often men’s 
whiskers caught fire. Men stood 
in the stream for hours, pouring 
water over their families, but 
many heads caught fire neverthe- 
less. 

To add to the horror the wood- 
enware factory erupted like a 
volcano and sent a shower of 
burning wooden tubs and broom 
handles upon the tortured people 
in the water. Fiery: logs were 
blown out of the lumber mill and 
fell among the victims with 
frightful, hissing sounds. 

What of those who didn’t go to 
the river? Between 40 and 70 
persons ran into a boarding house 
when flames enveloped the town, 
thinking the brick walls would 
protect them, Nothing remained 
of them next day but white ashes 
and two watches stopped at 10:05 
and 10:10, 


Those who sought the presumed 
safety of cleared farm land found 
too late that the fire spared noth- 
ing. So intense was the heat that 
boulders in the center of clear- 
ings a mile wide were cracked 
apart. Tree stumps in such places 
were burned out roots and all. 

Before dawn the intensity of the 
conflagration began to abate and 
the survivors who had been stand- 
ing for hours in the cold river 
crawled out and threw themselves 
wearily on the hot sandy ground. 
A low, marshy area on the east 
bank had afforded refuge for 
about 150 persons who had laid on 
the ground and were not touched 
by heat or flame, They were the 
only citizens of the entire village 
who suffered no physical torture 
from the fire, Those who had 
spent the night neck-deep in 
water, however, were badly chilled 
and burned, Parents lay on the 
ground calling over and over the 
names of missing children, The 
wails of youngsters who were 
separated from parents — many 
forever—mingled with the groans 
of the injured. There were. no 
bandages and no medical aid un- 
til mid-morning when the Pesh- 
tigo Co. sent a tent, which was 
turned into a hospital. 

Among the survivors was Mrs. 
J. G. Clements, a bride of three 
days. When the fire started she 
and her husband had run hand in 
hand until Mrs, Clements became 
exhausted. Her husband flagged 
down a wagon and got the driver 
to take her to the river. The 
husband tried to follow, but was 
struck down by the hot blast and 
fell dead before her eyes. 

One man, caught in the middle 
of the inferno, had leaped into a 
well. The bucket chain was 
wound around his neck. Two men 
had jumped into a water tank and 
were found parboiled. 

David Maxon had just recovered 
from a fever which still held his 
wife ill in bed. When the fire 


came he shooed their five chil- 
dren ahead of him, and with 
strength born of desperation had 
dragged his wife, bed and all, to 
the river. He pushed the couch in 
to a depth that just covered her 
body but not her pillowed head. 
He kept the children huddled 
about him through the dreadful 
night and in the morning all were 
safe. 
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N the farming community an- 
| other father of five met with 

heart-breaking misfortune, 
Charles Lamp had herdedhis wife 
and children into a wagon and was 
whipping his team at a gallop to- 
ward the river when a flaming 
fence post, blown by the tornado, 
felled one of the horses, Lamp got 
down to help the animal. A sud- 
den blast of flame swept across 
the wagon and into the woods, To 
his utter horror, the father found 
that his entire family were dead 
where they sat. 

On Monday, Oct. 9, the survivors 
were moved here to Marinette, 
where a hotel was turned into a 
hospital and shelter. On the even- 
ing of the ninth—one day too late 
—rain fell in Peshtigo! 

The fire played strange tricks. 
In a hardware store 60 dozen axes 
were melted into one mass. On the 
fire wagon the iron at the tip of 
the tongue was melted, yet the 
wooden tongue itself was not even 
scorched, A group of Swedes who 
were digging fire ditches had been 
seen lying dead at their posts dur- 
ing the height of the blaze. But 
rescue workers could find nothing 
to mark their location except their 
shovel blades. 

A combination of drouth and 
carelessness was responsible for 
the Peshtigo tragedy. For more 
than three months there had been 
no measurable rainfall in Wis- 
consin. The forests were ready to 
go up in smoke at the least en-

Season's Jokes 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5. 


HE first time I saw Bob Hope 

was in the 1936 Ziegfeld Follies 

—one of the  post-Ziegfeld 
shows produced by the Shuberts— 
in which he and Eve Arden did a 
song number called “I Can’t Get 
Started With You.” Fannie Brice 
was the star of the Follies and 
Hope was just a featured player. 
One reviewer dismissed Hope with 
about one line: “He tries and tries 
to be funny.” 


A week or s0 ago Hope was 
back on the air for his ninth sea- 
son with the same sponsor, Pepso- 
dent, and it’s a pretty safe bet his 
Hooper rating will be either first 
or second all year long. Some- 
where in the last 10 years, Hope 
stopped trying so hard and became 
a comedian. Somewhere during the 
War years, he developed from a 
comedian into one of the great ne- 
tertainers of our day. There have 
not been many commedians who 
deserved that title. Will Rogers, 
Fred Stone, Al Jolson and Joe 
Cook are a few that come to mind 
and all are dead or retired. Each 
had his own versatility and each 
his own personality but all had 
one thing in common; they were 
so extraordinarily likable that you 
forgave'.them their occasional 
lapses, 
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This {s particularly true in the 
ease of Bob Hope. Many of his 
radio programs are a triumph of 
personality over material. In his 
first program this fall he bobbed 
up before the microphone and 
began a familiar patter that went 
something like this: 

“Yes, sir, just think—nine years 
with the same sponsor. Two more 
years and I'll have enough tubes 
to finish my driveway. (Thunder- 
ous applause.) After nine years, 
we’re a national institution. Yes, 
sir, they just made a movie about 
us—it’s called “The Big Sleep.” 
(Hysterical laughter.) Our spon- 
sor is very subtle. He doesn’t say 
we lay eggs—he just refers to us

as Operation Shad Roe.” (Pande- 
monium.) 

It takes a great personality to 
get that response from that mate- 
rial.

It's always a good idea to catch 
the first Hope program of the sea- 
son because in it you get a sneak 
preview of the fall fashion in 
jokes. Mr. Hope or his gag writers 
operate under the same formula 
employed by Clare Boothe Luce in 
writing plays; if you throw enough 
gags wuround some of them are 


bound to hit the bell. Because 
there are so many jokes in a 
Hope program, the first broadcast 
offers a fair cross-section of all 
the jokes you will hear on the 
air this year. 

Well, let’s take a look at the fall 
fashions. Bing Crosby’s horses are 
definitely out this year. The new 
mode ‘s Bing’s baseball team, the 
Pittsburgh Pirates, of whom, I’m 
afraid, you'll hear a great deal. 
The staple Crosby jokes—his 
waistline, his income, his four hoys 
—are still with us. Petrillo jokes 


are still] haute monde. Jerry Coijon- 
na modeled the following for the 
radio audience: 

“I played ‘The Unfinished Sym- 
phony.’ ” 

“Why unfinished?” 

“Petrillo.” 

It’s still stylish for the featured 
comedian to insult himself, “You'll 
give me half of the Pepsodent Co. 
Why? Oh, I have to get off the 
air, hun? You figure that way you 
can save the other half.” 
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Some jokes have gone the way 
of the bustle. There wasn’t a single 
nylon joke on the program, not 
one, Also there wasn't a single 
mention of a two-way stretch, a 
joke Mr. Hope has worn with dis- 
tinction for almost nine years. 
Jane Russell’s body wasn’t Mmen- 
ioned once and, believe it or not 
Frank Sinatra wasn’t either, 

There are a couple of new jokes 
in the fall line, too. Henry Wal- 
lace was good for one, (“The 
more I listen to you the more I 
think Truman muzzled the wrong 
man.”) That’s strictly a fall joke 
and won't last into the winter. 
However, the peace conference 
will probably be around until 
spring. 

“Professor, tell me what's going 
on at the peace conference?” 

“You don’t know, either?” 

But the real sensation of the 
fall line was “Doin’ What Comes 
Naturally.” Hope got three jokes 
out of that Irving Berlin tune, It’s 
the sort of title which could easily 
produce infinite variations of 
double entendre. It may well be 
to the °46-’'47 season what the 
nylon shortage was from 1943 to 
1946, 

Dear Miriam is back again with 
her gleaming smile. Come to think 
of it, Miriam has been around 
for quite awhile. She has a spon- 
sor but when is she going to get 
a husband? I don’t want to cause 
a panic in the Pepsodent office, 
but it seems to me Miriam’s teeth 
are possibly a little too white. It's 
acaring the men away,

Newspapers and magazines of 
the day devoted considerable space 
to Chicago’s spectacular misfor- 
tune, but it S several weeks 
before journalists got around to 
recognizing the nature of the 
Peshtigo blaze. The governor of 
Wisconsin was forced to issue a 
special proclamation pleading with 
the people to divert their gifts 
from Chicago, which was being 
cared for by the whole country, to 
Peshtigo where the toll of human 
life was far greater. 

Yet today—in the 75th anniver- 
Sary year—when the Chicago and 
Peshtigo disasters are cited as one 
of history’s most startling coin- 
cidences, people still inquire, 
“Why, what happened at Pesh- 
tigo?”

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Pea Pod Soup 


A famous French soup is the

a pinch of the dried variety goes 
well, too. Add just a little sugar, 
and some salt. A pinch of soda 
will keep the soup greener. 

Boil the soup fast, without a 
lid, until the potatoes are soft. 
Then press the works through a 
sieve, to remove all the pulp. Re- 
place the liquid in the pan, let it 
boil up, and, while it is hot, pour 
it into a tureen over an egg yolk. 
Add a little fresh butter and 
check for seasoning just before 
serving. 

If you are very rich, use milk 
instead of water to make this 
one.

The Stage 
Should Charity Extend 


To Drama Criticism? 


’

NEW YORK, Oct. 5 

T is the frequent eccentricity of producers of charity shows to 
| invite the professional critics and yet hopefully to expect 

them, in view of the purpose of the occasions, to suspend any 
unfavorable opinions they may possibly have of them. There are 
many things I can understand, but this particular one routs me. 
Just why a critic should be supposed to convert himself into an ami- 
able liar simply because the money from an exhibit is to go to 
some cause or other instead of into the customary pockets is a prob- 
lem in drama criticism that awaits solution by a mightier brain 
than mine. If the producers ask a critic to review the shows, they 
should expect the truth, If they don’t want it, they should keep 
their tickets. : 

Let us say, for example, that the poor skating show, “Icetime,” 
current at the Center Theater, had been put on for the benefit of 
Eskimo orphans, Would the circumstance alter one’s honest critical 
opinion that it was poor? Because the ridiculously inept “Winged 
Victory” was produced for the Army Air Forces’ benefit, did that 
make it any better than it was? A tender heart is all right in its 
place, but its place, unless I misunderstand the profession, is hardly 
in criticism.

THESE REFLECTIONS ARE INDUCED by the exhibit called 
“A Flag Is Born,” written by Ben Hecht, that busy bee, and put on 
by the American League For A Free Palestine with the purpose of 
accumulating funds for the transportation of homeless European 
Jews to their rightful home in the Holy Land, at present denied 
them by the British. That the intent and aim of the production 
command all critical respect no one, except possibly the lam- 
basted British, will for a moment disbelieve, But that the production 
itself commands any such thing can be believed in turn only by 
the kind of critic who feels he must tread very cautiously in such 
matters lest he offend and who offends doubly by inditing praise 
of a show that is unmerited and, worse still, condescending.

HECHT SEEKS TO TELL in terms of strident political propa- 
ganda much the same basic story which Franz Werfel told in the 
ill-fated “The Eternal Road” and which many writers have told be- 
fore him. As in Werfel, he presents a people persecuted, disfran- 
chised and threatened with extinction, and in their terror and be- 
wilderment encouraged and given strength by the reassurances 
of the Old Testament, acted out on fancy platforms high above 
the stage. The Werfe] play, as everyone recalls, was far from in- 
spiring and was overlong and theatrically exhausting. Hecht’s is 
not factually so long, but it seems so.

IN THE FIRST PLACE, he introduces a narrator who gratui- 
tously lectures at great length to the audience on what it is subse- 
quently going to see and hear, and the lecturing, to make 
matters deadlier, is much of it couched in velours phrases, In the 
second place, the pitch and tone of the pageant itself are for the 
most part so low and slow by theoretical way of lending it gravity 
that the audience mood instead of being exalted is gradually de- 
pressed into somnolence, In the third place, the periodic bursts of 
exhortation are s0 over-violent and noisy that they not only miss 
the effect hoped for but irritate the patience much as does a pro-

What I wanted to do in writing 
“The Voice of the Turtle” was to 
put on the stage a week-end of 
intimate living in a small apart- 
ment between two persons in the 
process of falling in love; staging 
all the domestic details of getting 
breakfast, emptying ash trays, and 
tidying the apartment for the 
night that such a week-end 
normally involves, 

When I came to plan the play I 
realized that in order to do what 
I wanted I would have to show 
that whole apartment instead of 
just one room, as is usually done 
in plays. The audience would have 
to see the bedroom and kitchen as 
well as the living. room. The fau- 
cets and the stove would have to 
work; there would have to be real 
running water, real ice cubes in 
the icebox, real 
stove on which coffee could read- 
ily be heated, The set would have 
to be something rather special. 
In order to show all three rooms 
the walls would have to be short- 
ened so as to allow a full view 
from all parts of the theater. The 
living room would obviously have 
to be in the center, since that was 
where most of the action would 
take place. I originally planned a 
little hallway, but realized that 
that would take up valuable space, 
and that space was going to be 
limited. So I changed that and had 
the front door open straight into 
the apartment. 

Stewart Chaney, the designer, 
had the good idea of raising the 
entrance and the bedroom a couple 
of steps to bring variety to the 
set, and so gave me the chance to 
have my heroine utter her proud 
boast that her living room was 
“sunken.” For the rest, the apart- 
ment worked out just as we first 
planned it — living room center, 
bedroom to the right, (actor’s 
right), and kitchen, through a 
swing door, to the left; all three 
rooms visible at the same time and 
everything in them real and prac- 
ticable.

Even 
among the best infofmed groups 
less Mle a majority could iden- 
tify the Bill of Rights satisfac- 
torily. 

N.O.R.C.’s trained interviewers 
talked with adult civilians in rep- 
resentative age, economic and oc- 
cupational groups and rural areas 
in every section of the United 
States. All were asked: 

“What do you know about the 
Bill of Rights? Do you know 
anything it says? Have you ever 
heard of it?” 

Thirty-one per cent said they 
had never heard of the Bill of 
Rights or weren't sure whether 

or not they had. 

Thirty-six per cent had heard 
of the Bill of Rights but 
couldn't identify it. 

Twelve per cent gave con- 
fused, unsatisfactory, or entire- 
ly incorrect identifications, 

Twenty-one per cent gave re- 
sponses indicating reasonably 
accurate idea of the content of 
the first 10 amendments to the 
Constitution. 

Men Somewhat better Informed. 

Men are somewhat better in- 
formed than women, and adults 

“from 21 to 39 outrank those 40 
and over, Residents of the Rocky 
Mountain and Pacific states are 
better informed than persons in 
any other sections of the United 
States; and both Republicans and 
Democrats are more familiar with 
the first 10 amendments to the 
Constitution than are persons who 
failed to vote in the 1944 Presi- 
dential election. 

If persons do not know what, 
the Bill of Rights is, do they still 
uphold the freedoms outlined in 
it? On this same survey N.O.R.C. 
finds that only 64 per cent of the 
American public believe that news- 
papers should be allowed to criti- 
cize our form of government. Only | 
49 per cent would permit a Com- 
munist Party member to speak 
over the radio and 58 per cent 
would permit the Socialist Party 
to publish a newspaper. 

There is a definite correlation 
between the way respondents 
answer questions concerning free-

newspaper, and 84 per cent say 
newspapers should be allowed to 
criticize our form of government. 
While of those who have never 
heard of the Bill of Rights, only 
39 per cent would permit a Com- 
munist party member radio time, 
only 44 per cent would permit a 
Socialist party newspaper, and 
only 47 per cent believe news- 
papers should be allowed to criti- 
cize our form of government. 
Range of Answers, 

The 21 per cent of identifications 
considered acceptable ranged from 
fairly comprehensive descriptions 
to brief mentions of the various 
rights — freedom of speech and 
freedom of press being apparently 
the most familiar. One of the 
most complete answers is that of 
a school teacher in Edmonds, 
Washington: “The Bill of Rights 
is the first 10 amendments to the 
Constitution; it states the human 
rights guaranteed to the individual 
upon which the state cannot in- 
fringe.” 

Some of the 12 per cent giving 
answers classified as “confused, 
unsatisfactory, or totally incor- 
rect” reply in terms of amend- 
ments to the Constitution other 
than the first 10. For example: 
“Woman suffrage.” “Prohibition.” 
“The government shouldn't be 
partial to race, color, or creed,” 
Other wrong and confused answers 
include: “It’s to fear God and love 
all men, found in the _ Bible.” 
“That's just what it says—it gives; TREAT. 
people a right to do as they; ENT ff 
please.” 

Many of the 31 per cent who . 
were frank in admitting they don't 
know say: “I didn’t even know 
there was one.” “What’s that — 
some newfangled idea again?”

ABERDEEN PROVING

They are going to move into the 
wilderness to farm, after a path 
has been hacked out for them by 
bulldozers, tractors and trucks. 
They will pay their way by con- 
tributing a portion of their crops 
to their landlord—the Alberta gov- 
ernment. 

Some 200,000 acres of provincial- 
ly-owned land will be cleared for 
the prospective migrants, in the 
bush country of the Peace river 
valley. The land is said to be fer- 
tile afid adaptable to a diversified 
agriculture. 

Aim Is Explained. 

“The project represents an ef- 
fort to be so fair to our veterans 
that we'll never have to apologize 
for what we did for them,” Min- 
ister of Lands and Mines N. E. 
Tanner explained. “We have re- 
ceived a very enthusiaatic re- 
sponse.” 

Veterans qualifying (over 1200 
have applied) will be given a half 
section (320 acres) by the pro- 
vince. They also will get a grant 
of $2320 for equipment and sup- 
plies from the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

The rest is up to the veterans. 

To earn outright title to land 
and equipment, the settler must 
stay on the property for 10 years 
and contribute one-third of his 
crops to the province for seven 

rs 


Distribution of Crops. 

Of the 331-3 per cant, 30 per 
cent will go to the company clear- 
ing the land as payment for its 
work. The remainder will be kept 
by the provincial government. 

If a veteran moves onto land 
that does not have to be cleared, 
he will contribute one-eighth of 
his crop for a similar period. Col- 
lections in this instance would 
start in the fourth year of his 
tenure, giving him three tax-free 
years. 

“It may seem like an Inexpen- 
sive gesture,” said Tanner, “but 
actually it will cost the taxpayers 
a good deal. For 10 years, we will 
have to provide such social serv- 
ices as roads, schools, and so forth. 
The small crop contribution hard- 
ly will begin to pay for that ex- 
pense.”

surfaces. The engine, a 215-horse- 
power, six-cylinder opposed, air- 
cooled Franklin, is in the normal 
position in the nose. A long shaft, 
with necessary universal joints, 
connects the power plant to the 
propeller. 

Another unusual feature is that 
the propeller rotates in a plane 
which is 6% degrees off vertical, 
which the manufacturer says 
will prevent dust and stones from 
being thrown either onto person- 
nel or equipment. The propeller 
itself is an 84-inch Hartzell con- 
trollable pitch, reversible on the 
ground only to give better ground 
handling features. 

The Waco company claims that 
the position of the propeller at 
the extreme rear portion of the 
plane is one of the most practical 
advancements in personal plane 
design in more than a decade. It 
eliminates the drag of the slip- 
stream’s turbulent flow of air 
over the plane, the company said, 
and gives general improvement in 
performance as wel] as a great re- 
duction in cabin noise. 

Among performance claims for 
the plane, to be known as the 
Aristocrat, is a crusing range of 
657 miles at 5000 feet, at a speed 
of 152 miles an hour. It will have 


wimplified controls, and be spin- 


proof. The tricycle landing gear 
will be retractable, and the front 
wheel steerable. 

The Aristocrat will have a fab- 
ric-covered tubular steel frame, 
No price has been announced 
for it.

LIVING STANDARD— 
ST. LOUIS, 1946 


IKE a deep-seated organic disease, the slowly 
developing blight of St. Louis’ cankered mid- 
section went almost unnoticed until it had 
ravaged an immense area in the heart of the city. 

Only when local government costs reflected 
the growing dead weight of slums and the loss of 
new homes and industries to areas outside the 
city, did St. Louis begin to feel genuinely anxious 
about its future. 

Appalling extent of the erosion was readily 
verified through surveys. These disclosed that from 
substandard dwellings housing one-third of the peo- 
i came nearly half the major crimes, more than 

alf the juvenile delinquency, more than half the 
tuberculosis, half of other diseases, and 45 per cent 
of city service costs. The same area pays only six 
per cent of real property taxes. 

Run-down relics like the four-family slum 
dwelling above, and much worse, are home to 
about 65,000 white and about 22,000 Negro families 
in an area of some five square miles. 

Others not quite as bad, but fast deteriorating, 
cover nearly 17 square miles more. Together, they 
occupy more than half the St. Louis built-up area. 


Slums Cost City Money, Increase Disease and Crime, but 
Legislature Refuses to ‘Pass Law Leading to Elimination 


Many of the houses present a fairly decent aspect 
to the street. The more intimate alley view dis- 
closes the civic disgrace of children playing on 
crumbling ashpits, the indifferent repairs, the 
swarms of flies, the irony of bright new garbage 
cans on mounds of rat-attracting rubbish. 

Some of these homes are owned by old estates, 


some by residents of distant cities, and some are 
listed in names of straw parties to conceal the true 
ownership. On many, taxes have gone unpaid for 
years, and the properties, not worth city seizure 
have continued yielding income. 

To deal with this preblem on the scale it im- 
poses requires community action. The St. Louis

Housing Authority proposes to build mass housing 
units under Federal aid that puts rents within reach 
of low wage-earners. This can be done if the 
Missouri Legislature permits tax relief on such proj- 
ects. Tax relief on Clinton-Peabody Terrace and 
Carr Square Village, existing projects replacing 
slums, has brought no loss, since each has been 
able to pay an equivalent service fee to the city. 

The St. Louis Real Estate Exchange bitterly 
opposes this plan, urging that improvements be left 
to private capital—which has shown no interest in 
low-rent building. Also against it are many of the 
Legislature's rural Representatives; they take Fed- 
eral farm and hospital funds, but call slum- 
clearance aid “socialism and communism.” 

A majority of the rural Representatives favor 
it, however. Twice a tax relief measure has won 
majority out-State support only to fail because a 
few Representatives from St. Louis, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph, alone affected by it, were not on hand 
to vote. The Senate has already passed the bill. 
It is planned to make a third attempt to pass 
it in the House of Representatives later this year. 
If this fails the city may resort to court action.

NEW force in American politics, pledged to cross 
party lines so it may vote for liberals and whack

Though a liberal coalition such as this is new in 
America, it is commonplace in Europe. The Labor 
Party in England, for example, is supported by pro- 
fessional people, progressive people of means and 
large numbers of the middle-class as well as by 
workers in unions. 

Seeking a liberal balance of power through a 
big November turnout at the polls, the New Dealers 
who met at Chicago will try to enlist at least four 
workers in each of the nation’s approximately 125,000 
precincts.

EPLACEMENT of light rail with heavy rail to accommodate longer, 
heavier, faster trains is an important phase of never-ending main- 
tenance work on the nation’s railroads. Re-laying of rail is done 

by the rail gang, sometimes called the steel gang—a crew of 30 to 60 
strong, weather-beaten men who are specialists in the field of railroad 
laborers. They also are called gandy-dancers, a term applied cenerally 
to all track-laying gangs. 

Origin of term gandy-dancer is veiled in mists of time. Some be- 
lieve it arose out of gander-like steps of laborers carrying heavy ties, 
or out of connection with old Gandy Company of Chicago which manu- 
factured ties. Others believe it originally was applied to ballast men 
due to their peculiar motions in jumping up and down on shovel handles 
as they tam ballast between ties. 

The rail gang must work fast in order not to delay movement of 
trains, a job being synchronized with time-tables so that a section of rail 
is replaced before another train is due. The men work a six-day, 48- 
hour week, are paid 75 cents an hour. Many of them live in bunk cars 
which are moved as the job progresses; others are recruited from nearby 
countryside, live at home, leave the gang when it shifts to another area. 

These pictures of a 56-man rail gang on the job were taken near 
Wooldridge, Missouri, 22 miles west of Jefferson City, on the Missouri 
Pacific's main freight line between St. Louis and Kansas City. The 
men are removing 90-pound rail and are replacing it with 110-pound 
rail (i. e., weight of rail is 110 pounds to the yard).

THE GUILTY HEAR THEIR DOOM

NTOLD millions of victims of Nazi violence, 
J terror and brutality arose from their unmarked 

graves to stand as silent, spectral witnesses 
at the sentencing of 19 Nazi leaders last Tuesday. 

The accused criminals, once the scourge of 
Europe, may well have seen in the macabre 
shadows of the barren Nuernberg courtroom the 
grim, tortured faces of innocent men, women and 
children who were slaughtered on the altar of Nazi 
ambition. 

As the black-robed Judges of the four-Power 
tribunal intoned their historic pronouncements, the 
defendants sat glumly on the uncushioned oak 
benches in the prisoners’ dock. Standing alone 
before the international bar of justice when sentence 
was imposed, each sought to hide his emotions. 

Thus ended the unprecedented, dramatic, 10- 
month-long war crimes trial which climaxed an in- 
famous chapter of world history. Eleven of the

power-mad Nazis will end their lives on the gal- 
lows; seven will spend years in prison reflecting 
on their crimes against humanity. Three who were 
acquitted may have to answer to other courts for 
their roles in the Nazi program of world conquest. 

Of the other three Nazis indicted, Martin Bor- 
mann, deputy fuehrer who is believed dead, was 
tried in absentia, found guilty and condemned to 
death; Robert Ley, Labor Minister, cheated the 
noose by hanging himself in his jail cell; Gustav 
Krupp, munitions maker, was declared too old and 
senile to stand trial. 

One man was conspicuous by his absence as 
his underlings were sentenced—Adolf Hitler, the 
arch-criminal of the Fascist gang who plunged the 
world into catastrophe, degraded the civilization of 
Europe, brought suffering to countless millions of 
human beings. Presumably he died by his own 
hand in the flaming ruins of Berlin.

HE Lolos, wild tribesmen of China‘’s almost inacces- 
sible far west, have been reported holding American 
airmen, forced down during the war, as slaves. 

These airmen have been missing since starting on B-29 
flights over the “hump” between Burma and China. A 
United States Army search crew has been sent into the 
mountainous area to hunt for the men, effect their rescue. 
The Lolos inhabit Western Szechwan Province, near 
Burma-Tibet border, where even Chinese officials have 
been unable to penetrate. 

These pictures of the tribesmen were made by a 
member of an Army combat photo unit, are believed to 
be first taken of them. Only foreigners living among 
Lolos in freedom are a few missionaries. 

Missionaries have reported seeing a number of white 
men, apparently Americans, with the Lolos, who forced 
the captives to grind corn, gather wood, herd flocks and 
perform other menial tasks under abject living condi- 
tions. Search crew planned to set up headquarters at a 
remote mission, try to locate captives through friendly 
Lolos, ransom them if necessary.
